In Baghdad, the government 
newspaper A! Jumburiya said 
Tehran's refusal to enter direct 
negotiations was a rejection of 
the UN peace resolution. 


“Iran's rejection of direct talks 
is a game aimed at transforming 
the implementation of Resolu- 
tion 598 to a mere ceasefire or 
temporary truce to serve its. 
aggressive goals," the newspaper 
said. 

Meanwhile, two UN teams 
dispatched by Perez de Cuellar 
were completing their investiga- 
tions on how to implement a 
ceasefire and prisoner exchange. 

Saudi Arabia today denied it 
was putting pressure on Iraq to 
accept an immediate ceasefire in 
its war with Iran. 

A Saudi official, quoted by the 
Saudi Press Agency (SPA), said 
several news organisations had 
wrongly reported in the past 
three days that Saudi Arabia was 
pressuring Iraq over ceasefire 
talks at the United Nations. 

He said Riyadh “reiterates its 
trust in aJI views and measures 
taken by Iraq to benefit its 
interests and its plan which aims 
for a true and lasting peace bet- 
ween it and Iran."

UN experts confirm

Carlucci on ground-breaking 
visit to Soviet Union 


MOSCOW, Aug 1, (UP!): US 
Defence Secretary Frank 
Carlucci today vowed the United 
States would press ahead with 
widening its technological 
advantage over the Soviet 
military and accused the Soviet 
Union of continuing to build 
weapons designed for a nuclear 
first strike.

Speaking to cadets and 
officers at the Soviet General 
Staff Academy near Moscow 
only hours after his arrival. 
Carlucci pulled few punches in 
his assessment of Soviet military 
strategy and was brutally frank 
in saying the Pentagon rejected 
the Soviet pledge of no first use of 
nuclear weapons. 

The visit is the first formal one 
ever by a LIS defence secretary 
and will include access to Soviet 


military areas once considered 
offlimits to foreigners. 

. Carlucci also accused the 
Soviet Union of developing its 
own type of Star Wars, defence 
plan. The Kremlin has 
repeatedly denied that it is look- 
ing into its own version of the 
Strategic Defen oe initiative. 

He challenged the Kremlin to 
make public its military spending 
budget and to HR the veil of 
secrecy that has surrounded the 
Soviet military since the com- 
munist revolution ofl 91 7. 

He told the cadets the Soviet 
Union spends between 15 and 17 
per -cent of its gross national 
product on the military com- 
pared io US spending of just 5.7 


per cent annually. The Kremlin 
has never revealed its full defence 
spending either in absolute terms 
or as a percentage of GNP. The' 
figure is considered a closely 


guarded secret. 

Carlucci also gave the cadets 
and officers a brief lecture about 
American politics, democracy 
.and freedom.. ... . , - 

“I am prepared to acknow- 
ledge that in many areas the US 
enjoys a technological edge over 
the Soviet Union — and 1 will say 
as well that we have every inten- 
tion of further enhancing our. 
technological capabilities," he 
said in a display of high-tech 
sabre rattling. 

He then ripped apart Soviet 
claims that the Kremlin’s 
military doctrine is based on 
defence. 

“First we have difficulty in 
reconciling a defensive doctrine 
with what we see in Soviet force 
structure . and operational 
strategy as an emphasis on the 
offensive — especially surprise 
and manoeuvre," he said. 


UNITED NATIONS, Aug I. 
(Reuter): Chemical warfare in 
the Gulf has become more 
intense and frequent, UN 
specialists said in reports issued 
today after seeing Iranian and 
Iraqi victims of poison gas dur- 
ing visits to the area. 

They said they examined 36 
Iranian soldiers affected by mus- 
tard gas. also known as yperite, 
as well as nine Iraqi soldiers 
whose injuries were determined 
conclusively to have been 
produced by yperite. 

The experts. Dr Erik Dahlgren 
of Sweden and Dr Manuel 
Dominguez of Spain said that-- 
weapon fragments examined in 
Iran showed that bombs like 
those used in 1984. 1986 and 1987 
had again been used against 
Iranian forces on Iranian 
territory. 

This indicated “their repeated 
utilisation by Iraqi forces," the 
specialists said.

PLO is sending 
mission to Jordan 


Qatar establishes ties with Soviets 


BAHRAIN, Aug 1, (Reuter): 
The Gulf State ofQatar and the 


BAGHDAD, Aug I. (Reuter): 
The Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation ( PLO) will send a mission 
to Jordan within 48 hours to dis- 
cuss King Hussein's cutting of 
ties with the West Bank, an Arab 
diplomat said today. 

The diplomat said the mission 
would be headed by a member of 
the PLO executive committee. 

He said the PLO's central 
council held urgent talks in 
Baghdad overnight and into 
today on the announcement by 
King Hussein on Sunday. 

The diplomat and a PLO 
official said they did not expect 
any immediate reaction by the 
PLO to the king’s move, which 
shifts the burden for administer- 
ing the West Bunk to the PLO. 

“The PLO is inviting top 
Palestinian legal advisers to 
study Lhe constitutional and leg- 
islative impacts of King Hus- 
sein's decision.” the diplomat 
said. 

Move 

A PLO spokesman described 
the Jordanian move as a very 
sensitive issue. 

“... Abu Ammar (PLO chair- 
man Yasser Arafat) has ordered 
that all comments be made by 
him or with his approval," he 


said. The PLO leader was in 
Baghdad for the meetings. 

A top Arafat aide, Bassam 
Abu Sharif, said in Abu Dhabi 
the Jordanian decision was not 
intended to harm ties with the 
PLO. 

He said it made clear Lo the 
world that the PLO was a key 
party to the Middle East conflict. 

King Hussein told the nation 
yesterday he was ending 38 years 
of legal and administrative ties 
with the West Bank in deference 
to PLO demands for an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state. 

Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir welcomed the decision, 
saying it meant Jordan had given 
up hope of an Israeli pullout 
from the territory. 

Some Palestinians in Jordan 
voiced concern at the practical 
elTect of King Hussein’s decision 
on the occupied lands and a Jor- 
danian official hinted at an 
element of bluff. 

“If the PLO comes privately 
and says, ‘please don’t stop pay- 
ing Lhe salaries of West Bank 
teachers and civil servants, or 
please do this or that’, we will say 
‘fine, but you must ask us publi- 
cly in front of the Arabs’," the 
official said. 


The Gulf State of Qatar and the 
Soviet Union established 
diplomatic ties today, the official 
Qatari News Agency (QNA) 
said. 

A joint Qatari-Soviet 
statement, carried by QNA and 
received in Bahrain, said the 
decision reflected the wish of 
both states to boost friendship 
and co-operation. 

The statement said the two 
countries would exchange 
ambassadors soon. 


The move came amid strained 
relations between Qatar and the 
United Stales caused by the Gulf 
state's acquisition of a dozen US- 
made Stinger anti-aircraft mis- 
siles on Lhe black market. 

Washington said on Friday it 
would not entertain any 
proposals by Qatar, for the pur- 
chase of US weapons unless it 
returned the missiles. 

The existence of the missiles 
was first disclosed when Qatar 
displayed them in a military 
parade last March. It refused to 


say where it acquired them. 

The UniLed Slates sells the 
sophisticated missiles only to 
Bahrain among Arab stales, for 
fear they might fall into the 
wrong hands. 

Qatar is the fourth Gulf slate 
to establish lies with the Soviet 
Union. The others are Kuwait, 
Oman and the United Arab 
Emirates. Qatar also restored 
diplomatic ties with China on 
July 9.

IRA bomb flattens 


UK Army barracks 


LONDON, Aug 1, (Reuter): 
One soldier was killed and nine 
were injured when an Irish 
Repubican Army (IRA) bomb 
flattened a British Army 
barracks in north London today, 
the guerrilla group’s first attack 
in mainland Britain since 1984. 

The bomb crumpled the living 
quarters at the Inglis barracks at 
Mill Hill like a pack of cards. 
Two victims were in a serious 
condition. 


Fires raged for three hours as 
rescuers pulled the injured from 
heaps of rubble and smouldering 
timber. Half of the barracks, the

timber. Half of the barracks, the 
Army’s main postal depot in the 
capital, lies in Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher's Finchley 
constituency. 

In 1984, the IRA staged its 
most spectacular attack on main- 
land Britain in the southern 
resort city of Brighton, a bomb- . 
ing which nearly wiped out That- 
cher’s government during a con- 
ference of her Conservative 
Party. 

Thatcher, who learned of 
today's explosion in Perth on the 
first day of her visit lo Australia, 
said: “I have sent a message lo - 
say that I am very distressed to 


hear about it." 

Commenting on a small pro- 
Irish Republican demonstration 
during a walkabout, Thatcher 
said: “Never support the IRA, 
they try to pursue their ends by 
maiming and murder." 

She spoke before the IRA 
issued a statement in London 
and Dublin claiming respon- 
sibility for the morning attack. 

Police refused to comment on 
the cause of the blast. A fire 
brigade divisional officer said it 
could have occurred outside the 
building. 

Construction worker Frank 
McFarland, who was working 
inside the barracks, said the mid- 
dle section of the housing quar- 
ters was obliterated. The roof of 
lhe two-storey red brick building 
was blown off.

Floods kill 
150 in China 


BEIJING, Aug I. (UPli: Fierce 
floods ripped through drought- 
stricken eastern China, killing 
150 people and washing away 
highways, houses and power 
lines, news reports said today. 

Officials listed 260 people as 
still missing in Zhejiang 
province, one of the hardest-hit 
by a month-long heal wave that 
has killed more than 1.440 peo- 
ple, the evening television news 
said. 

Torrential rains battered five 
counties during the weekend, 
causing floods that inundated 
tens of thousands of acres of 
farmland and destroyed 16,000 
homes. More than 19 inches (468 
mm) of rain fell on the eastern 
province from Friday evening lo 
Saturday morning, the official 
Xinhua news agency said. 

Rain during the past week has 
eased one of the worst droughts 
in a century in most of south 
China, which has been baked by 
a torrid heat wave that sent tem- 
peratures skyrocketing to 106' F 
{41° C).

WASHINGTON. Aug I. «AP>: 
The Iranian government replied 
officially to a US suggestion lo 
work toward improxed rela- 
tions. but imposed unacceptable 
conditions, a White House spok- 
esman said today. 

Marlin Fitzwatcr said the mes- 
sage repeated demands the Iran- 
ians have made publicly, par- 
ticularly the release of iheir 
frozen LIS assets. He did not say 
when the communication 
arrived and would not descrihe 
what channel had been used by 
the Iranians. 

“I'd say that it didn't offer any 
new information." Fiizwaie’r 
told the daily White House news 
briefing. “We have received a 
response to our earlier message, 
and the thrust of it w’as that they' 
said the same thing in private 
that they had been saying in 
public." 

Insistence 

He said this included insis- 
tence that the United Slates 
release Iranian assets frozen in 
this country, to demonstrate 
America's interest in wanning 
relations with the revolutionary 
government of Ayatollah 
Khomeini. 

Fitzwater said deal-making 
with Tehran is "something we 
have said we won't do." 

Last week, the spokesman said 
repeatedly that Lhe United Stales 
had received no response from 
Iran to a letter that the US gov- 
ernment sent that congratulated 
Tehran on accepting a t*N 
ceasefire resolution and express- 
ing interest in improving rela- 
tions. 

He also said at the time lhat the 


United States would deal only 
with an "authoritative” 


representative of Iran's govern- 
ment. 

Fitzwater refused today to 
identify the source oT the com- 
munication, although he said it 
had been accepted by the admin- 
istration as official and authen- 
tic. 

“We considered it a serious 
response." Fitzwater said. 
"(But) I don't think we’re willing 
to give it any significance." 

US officials had privately con- 
firmed two weeks ago that the 
main US feeler directed toward 
Tehran had been sent through 
the auspices of UN Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar. 


Iran 
hangs 7

NICOSIA, Aug 1,( Reuter): Iran 
hanged seven member; of the 
opposition Mujahedeen Khaiq 
group today for assisting a 
military offensive into western 
Iran last week, the Iranian news 
‘agency IRNA reported. 

• An Iranian military comman- 
der said the attack by the Muja- 
hedeen's National Liberation 
Army (NLA) was part of plan 
involving “world arrogance" 
and Iraq lo overthrow the Iran- 
ian government. 

Ali Shamkhani. deputy com- 
mander for intelligence and 
operations at Iran's armed forces 
general command, was quoted 
by Tehran Radio as saying the 
Iraq-based NLA planned to 
march to Tehran and declare a 
“people’s democratic govern- 
ment.” 

Refected 

Giving the first detailed Iran- 
ian account of the attack, he said 
the Iranians lured NLA lroops 
deep into Iran, trapped them and 
killed more than 4.8(H) of them in 
48 hours of fighting. 

A Mujahedeen spokesman, 
speaking Io Reuters from Lon- 
don, rejected this casualty figure 
but said about 1,000 NLA fighl- 
ers were killed. 

IRNA, monitored by the Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Corporation, 
said the seven dissidents were 
hanged in public in Bakhturan. a 
provincial capital 430 km (270 
miles) southwest of Tehran. 

NLA forces drove more than 
100 km (60 miles) into Iran on 
July 25. captured the towns of 
Eslamabad and Karand- 

The NLA said it pulled back its 
forces on Thursday after inflict- 
ing major damage on the Iranian 
military, Tehran said the 
rebels were largely destroyed.

The Indian government said 
today it was prooing bribery 
allegations involving Japan’s 
Sumitomo Corporation and 
close associates of Prime Mini- 
ster Rajiv Gandhi. Minister of 
Slate for Finance B.K. Gadhvi 
said. 

The Statesman newspaper on 
Friday reproduced on its front 
page, two purported Sumitomo 
letters showing it paid $4.6 
million to a company owned by 
Lalit Suri, a Delhi businessman 
reputed to have close connec- 
tions to Rajiv. 

The report caused a furcr in 
the Parliament on Friday and 
Gadhvi told the house today 
inquiries were being made from 
Sumitomo to clear the charges. 

The allegation is the latest in a 
scries of corruption scandals 
surrounding Rajiv and his Con- 
gress (l) Parly. 

Communist Party of! ndia MP 
Gcctha Mukherjee said the 
Sumitomo allegations were a 
'“smaller cousin" to the Bofors 
scandal, in which the Swedish 
a mis company is accused of pay- 
ing bribes to secure a $1 .3 billion 
artillery deal with India. 

The Statesman said the alleged 
Sumitomo payoffs were made in 
yen and US dollars and that 
reference numbers in the letters 
relaLed them to two contracts 
with India's state-owned Oil and 
Natural Gas Commission 
(ONGC). 

Gadhvi said investigators 
were looking into the Stateman's 
charge that the payments 
violated India's strict foreign 
exchange regulations. 

Suri's firm showed a sum of 
f>3.5 million rupees (S4. 5 million) 
in its income lax assessmentsand 
described the payments as con- 
sultancy fees. Gadhvi said. 

But headded: “Neither the Oil 
and Natural Gas Commission 
nor the Gas Authority of India 
dealt with an Indian agent at any 
point of lime nor did they make 
any payment loany Indian agent 
ofSumitomo Corporation in res- 
pect of these two lenders." 


Soviets destroy missiles 


SARYOZEK. Soviet Union. 
Aug !, (Reuter): Soviet officers, 
using powerful explosives at this 
central Asia test-range today, 
destroyed the first nuclear mis- 
siles to be liquidated under the 
INF treaty with the United 
States. 

Four shorter-range SS-12s, 
known in Soviet military termin- 
ology as OTR-22s, were blown 
up in an elaborate ceremony 
watched by an official US inspec- 
tion team, other foreign 
observers and some journalists. 

They were the first of 1,752 
Soviet missiles with a range of 
from 500 to 5,500 km (300 to 
3,400 miles) scheduled for des- 
truction under the accord signed 
by Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev and US President Reagan 
last December. 

Dawn 

Soviet officials have hailed the 
ceremony as ““the real dawn of 
the disarmament era” — noting 
it marks the first lime the super- 
powers have moved to destroy a 
substantial pan of their arsenals 
of offensive weaponry. 

Under the treaty, the United 
States is to liquidate some 8Q0 
missiles, most of which were 


Cruise and Pershing rockets 
based in Western Europe as a 
counter of Soviet mis.siles 
deployed during the late 1970s 
and early 1980s. 

The ceremony, some 200 km 
{ 1 25 miles) north-west of the cen- 
tral Asian city of Alma-Ata, 
came within two hours of the 
arrival in Moscow of US Defence 
Secretary Frank Carlucci for 
talks with Soviet Defence Mini- 
ster General Dmitry Yazov. 


Destruction 


The visit, the first of its type, is 
part of a newly-agreed 
programme of contacts and dis- 
cussions between Soviet and 
American military figure aimed 
aL increasing confidence and 
understanding, officials on both 
sides say. 

The explosion near Saryozek. 
a tiny settlement in Soviet 
Kazakhstan, was set off at mid- 
day Moscow time (0800 GMT) 
and within seconds a mushroom 
cloud formed several hundred 
feet high in the blue sky over- 
head. 

Soviet officers shook hands 
with each other. Some of the 
foreign observers, many from 


peace organisations in countries 
where American missiles had 
been based; burst into applause. 

The American team watched 
the blast, which left a crater 20 
metres (yards) across, through 
binoculars from a concrete bun- 
ker some three km (two miles) 
away. 

Colonel Stanislav Petrenko, 
who heads a Soviet Army Depar- 
tment set up to organise destruc- 
tion of the missiles, told reporters 
there would be an explosion aL 
the site every day for the next 18 
months. 

“We have plenty of work 
ahead. This is just the begin- 
ning." he said as reporters 
surveyed the debris from the 
blast spread over several hun- 
dred metres (yards).

Petrenko said the nuclear 
charges from the four missiles 
had been removed and would be 
used for peaceful explosions. 
Two of the missiles had been 
brought from East Germany 
after dismantling of launch-sites 
there.

Chester Crocker, the US Ass- 
istant Secretary of State for 
African Affairs, said last month 
that the next step was to draft 
treaties reflecting the agreed 
principles. 

He said Angola, Cuba and 
South Africa must agree on the 
timing of foreign troop withdr- 
awals, define how withdrawals 
could be verified and decide how 
forces facing each other in 
Angola could be disengaged. 

Cuba has offered to withdraw 
its forces from Angola in stages 
over four years, while Pretoria 
demands that they pull out in 
seven months, the period env- 
isaged by the UN m 1978 for 
South African withdrawal from 
Namibia and freeeleciions there.

The Democratic presidential 
nominee travels to Detroit ton- 
ight to address an Urban League 
convention and, according to an 
aide, his campaign this week will 
begin distributing literature 
tout i ng his record as Governor of 
Massachusetts. 


The Urban League represents 
the interests of underprivileged 
city dwellers.

Dukakis also plans to invest in 
black media advertising and will 
schedule campaign events in 
inner city neighbourhoods and 
other predominantly black 
areas, said Donna Brazile. the 
Dukakis campaign's deputy 
national field director. 

Dukakis rarely ventured into 


black communities during the 
primaries and still draws 
relatively few blacks to campaign 
events. 

Blacks make up about 12 per 
cent of the US population and 
are considered an important vot- 
ing bloc. 

Brazile and other lop Dukakis 
advisers conceded in interviews 
during last week’s seven-slate 
campaign trip that Jackson's 
endorsement of Dukakis at the 
Democratic national convention 
in Atlanta has yet to translate 
into visible support for Dukakis 
among blacks. 

“Michael Dukakis is not a 
kown quantity to black 
Americans but this (campaign) 
should help change that.” said 
Brazile. 

One assessment of Dukakis' 
problem came from Sam Riddle, 
a campaign worker for Jackson, 
the civil rights activist who fini- 
shed second to Dukakis in his bid 
for the party's nomination but 
was passed over for the 
Democrat's No. 2 spot as vice 
presidential candidate. 


WARSAW, Aug 1,(UPD: Police 
used truncheons to break up an 
anti-Soviet demonstration by 
some 200 people charging the 
Soviets stood idly by as the Nazis 
killed more than 200,000 Poles in 
the 1944 Warsaw uprising. 

At least three people were 
arrested in the demonstration 


yesterday by the protesters who 
questioned why the Soviet Army 
never came to the rescue of Poles 
when the Nazis razed Warsaw in 
retaliation for the uprising. 

Later, police allowed one 
activist, historian Wojciech 
Ziera bi ns ki, to lay a wreath at the 
tomb of the unknown soldier. As 
about 300 people looked on, he 
demanded the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Poland. 

“We want the return of the 
Polish territories robbed from us 
and the withdrawal of the troops 
by the neighbouring power," he 
said. 

The Soviet Union attacked 
Poland 17 days after the Nazis 
invaded to ignite World War 11. 
The Kremlin annexed part of 
Poland and deported more than 
three million Poles. 


According to dissident Polish 
historians, about 1.5 million. 
Poles died in the Soviet Union. 

The protest occurred as the 
official news agency PAP publi- 
shed an interview with a Polish 
historian who questioned a 
major 'blank spot' in Poland- 
Soviet relations: why the Soviet 
Army did not intervene to save 
the city and its population from 
the Gomans in August 1944.

It was the most direct 
approach yet to the issue by the 
official Polish media, which has 
in the past absolved the Soviet 
Army of standing by while the 
city was levelled. 

In the interview, historian 
Eugeni usz Duraczynski said 
there is no conclusive answer to 
why a July 27, 1944, directive by 
Josef Stalin ordering Soviet units 
to ford the Vistula River and 
march toward the city was not 
carried out. 

“Today we know the least 
about all of the circumstances 
and tenets of the Soviet policy."

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HARARE, Aug I, (Reuter): Six 
whites suspected of spying for 
South Africa were taken in 
chains before a Zimbabwean 
magistrate today and told they 
would remain in prison without 
trial although the state lacked 
evidence to prosecute them. 

The announcement was a sur- 
prise as lawyers had expected 
prosecutors to ask that the six — 
five men and a woman arrested 
last September and October — 
be committed for trial for spying 
on exiled opponents of South 
Africa's white-dominated gover- 
nment. 

Under the Zimbabwe govern- 
ment’s state of emergency 
powers, detainees who are not 
brought to trial appear twee a 
year before a review tribunal 
which can recommend their 
release. But the government is 
allowed to overrule the tribunal's 
recommendation. 

The decision not to prosecute 
was ann ounced by prosecutor 
Tadeus Karwe, who said "the 
reason ... is one ofinsufficienceof 
evidence." 

Magistrate Albert Mak&ndla 
told the prisoners that “at the 
moment the state does not have 
enough evidence to prosecute 
you. If later they have enough 
evidence they may prosecute.”

The Soviet Union intends to 
pursue a proposal by Kremlin 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev for a 
pan-European summit to launch 
conventional arms reduction 
talks, official sources said today. 

The sources said the message 
was delivered to West German 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Gcoscher during talks with Gor- 
bachev and Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze in Mos- 
cow at the weekend. 

“The idea has not been drop- 
ped, far from it," one Moscow 
officials said. “We think tbis 
would be an ideal way to clear the 
ground for the conventional 
negotiations and give them a 
political impulse.” 

And a senior Soviet political 
commentator, writing in the 
Communist Party newspaper 
Pravda today, said the idea first 
advanced by Gorbachev in a 
speech in Warsaw on July 1 1 was 
gainin g ground in other coun- 
tries. 

“The sooner this forum takes 
place, the greater the chances for 
real disarmament will be," the 
commentator, Yury Zhukov, 
said.

“We are determined to 
eradicate computer piracy in 
Hong Kong,” a senior govern- 
ment official said today. 

Shops in Kowloon’s Golden 
Shopping arcade, normally 
packed with pirated software 
and manuals, were deserted, 
their shelves bare after raids by 
Customs and Trade Department 
officers.

Congress voted in February to 
halt US military aid to the Con- 
tras beca use the aid would under- 
cut the Central American peace 
plan and has since preferred to 
put diplomatic pressure on Man- 
agua rather than renew aid. 


Foreign policy jobs should 

be filled quickly: US report 


WASHINGTON, Aug 1, (AP): 
A new president should move 
quickly to HU foreign policy posts 
and make clear immediately that 
his secretary of state is his “one 
principal lieutenant" in foreign 
affairs, a report on presidential 
transition recommends. 

The report noted that Presi- 
dents Richard Nixon, Jimmy 
Carter and Ronald Reagan "ah 
found their administrations 
involved early in internal dis- 
putes between the national 
security adviser and the State 
Department." 

The report never mentioned 
the Iran-Contra scandal, which 
came to light in Reagan's second 
term. But it said “recent events” 
have demonstrated the need fora 
new president to tell his national 
security adviser “at the start pre- 
cisely what role and respon- 
sibilities” he and his staff should 
assume, “including their rela- 
tions with the secretary of state. 

During Iran-Contra, in which 


the United States secretly sold 
arms to Iran and profits from the 
sales were diverted to the 
Nicaraguan Contras, Reagan's 
national security advisers 
prevailed over Secretary of State 
George Shultz’s objections. 

. “Coherence and consistency 
in foreign policy are best served if 
the President has only one prin- 
cipal lieutenant in that area, the 
secretary of state,” the recently 
released report said. 

The report, entitled “transfer- 
ring responsibility: the dangers 
of transition." was released by 
the white Burkett Miller center of 
public affairs at the University of 
Virginia. 

The study was the work of a 
coir mission on presidential tran- 
sition and foreign policy headed 
by former Secretaries of Slate 
Cyrus R. Vance and William P,. 
Rogers. 

The commission included 
members of every post-war 


presidential transition, from the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt- Harry 
•Truman changeover to that of 
Carter and Reagan. 

The Rogers- Vance commis- 
sion recommended: 


• Key foreign policy officials 
should be selected promptly by a 
new administration, with cabinet 
officers chosen within four weeks 
of the election and sub-cabinet 
positions filled within 10 weeks. 

The process often takes lon- 
ger. the report said, because of 
political considerations in the 
White House and the Senate. 

• Key presidential foreign 
policy documents should be 
reproduced for the incoming

withdraws from the occupied 
areas," he said in an interview 
during a visit to Abu Dhabi.

SAN AA, Aug I ,( Reuter): North 
Yemen has announced a new 
government weeks following 
President Aii Abdullah Saleh’s 
overwhelmingly re-election by 
the country’s new Parliament. 

Diplomats said the cabinet, 
announced last night on Sanaa 
television, was marked by con- 
tinuity. with only a few minor 
portfolios changed. 

“Some people were expecting 
more far reaching changes, but 
they didn't happen." said one 
diplomat. 

Diplomats said a recent 
programme of political reform, 
including the July S, election of 
the country’s first Parliament, 
have helped to cement" Saleh's 
power. 

tp The President was re-elected 
by the Parliament soon after it 
held its first session and the 
cabinet subsequently submitted 
its resignation. 

On Thursday Saleh gave Prime 
Minister Abdui-Aziz Abdul- 
Ghaniamandate to form thenew 
cabinet. 

Diplomats said the cabinet 
contained a Tew technical chan- 
ges that seemed mostly aimed at 
improving administration. 


KUALA LUMPUR, Aug i. 
(Reuter): Rescue teams worked 
' late into the night to recover vic- 
tims from the wreckage of a jetty 
which collapsed on Sunday as 
tho usa nd s of peop le q ueued for a 
ferry in Bullet-worth, northern 
Malaysia, officials said. 

The death toll rose to 3 ! when 
one person died overnight and 
one of the 832 injured was in 
critical condition. 

“We think all bodies have been 
recovered,’’ deputy Penang state 
secretary Mohamed Noraini 
Kamarun said by telephone. He 
said 413 people were seriously 
hurt and 419 treated for injuries. 
Procession 

“We are doing our best to con- 
tact families of the victims, 
including a Frenchman and two 
Singaporeans,” Noraini said. 

Police and witnesses said all 
the dead were Malaysian but 
several foreigners were among 
the injured. 

Officials said the jetty collap- 
sed on Sunday as 3,000 people 
fined up to cross from Butter-, 
worth to the resort island of Pen- 


ang for a religious festival in hon- 
our of Kwan Yin, the Buddhist 
god of mercy. 

Penang attracted some 
1 00,000 people at the weekend to 
attend a procession honouring 
Kwan Yin which takes place only 
once every 60 years.

ik were at the site today to inves- 
tigate the cause of the accident, 
the worst in Malaysia since 1977 
when a Malaysian Airlines Sys- 
tem Boeing 737 crashed in the 
southern state of Johore with the 
loss of 100 lives.

Afghan 
rebels to 
free two 
Soviet PoWs 

ISLAMABAD, Aug I, (Reuter); 
Afghan guerrilla leaders 
announced today they would 
release two Soviet prisoners of 
war as a “gesture of goodwill.” 

The announcement came as a 
Western diplomat reported a big 
offensive against the rebels was 
under way near Kabul. 

A seven-party guerrilla 
alliance based in Pakistan said 
the prisoners would be banded 
over to Soviet authorities 
through the International Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross. 

Alliance - chairman Syed 
Ahmad Gailani said in a 
statement the guerrilla groups 
were also ready to “take 
measures to stop attacking 
Soviet troops while withdraw- 
ing, provided they stop military 
involvement in backing the 
Kabul regime.” 

Fighting 
But news of the guerrilla offer 
coincided with reports from 
Kabul of fierce fighting west of 
the city following a big Soviet 
and Afghan government offen- 
sive against the rebels. 

A Western diplomat said the 
attack against a concentration of 
rebels about 20 km from Kabul 
began three days ago and fight- 
ing was apparently still raging. 

The rebels were grouped 
around the garrison town of 
Paghman, he said. 

The offensive began after 
several days of heavy artillery 
and aerial bombardment of the 
Paghman area, the diplomat 
said. 

The Afghan guerrillas have 
not identified the Two Soviet 
prisoners, indicated where they 
are being held captive, or the 
location for the handover to the 
Red Cross. 

But Gailani said they were 
being returned to the Soviet 
Union in full conformity with 
their wishes. 

“This has been done as a ges- 
ture of goodwill,” he said. 

"Our future policy in regard to 
the Soviet PoWs will be adjusted 
in accordance to any positive or 
negative Soviet reaction in this 
regard,” he added.

Ismail Khelil. 

Khelil. who became a political 
bureau member after the last 
congress in 198b, was dropped 
Iasi December when Ben Ali 
reshuffled the leadership of the 
Constitutional Democratic 
Assembly, formerly the Des- 
tourian Socialist Party. 

Abderrahim Zouari, 44, who 
like Ben Ali worked at one stage 
ul the Interior Ministry, lakes 
Baccouche’s place as party 
secretary-general, the official 
media said today. 

Minister of State! senior mini- 
sLer) for the Interior Habib 
Ammar. another long-serving 
figure al the Interior "Ministry 
which Ben Ali headed from 1986 
to 1987, remains a member of I he 
bureau. 

Foreign Minister Abdelhamid 
Esdheikh and Abdallah Kallel, a 
minister at the presidency res- 
ponsible for defence, are two new 
members of the bureau. Kallel 
becomes party treasurer. 

The six dropped from the 
bureau include ex- Foreign Mini- 
ster Mahmoud Mesliri.

I 1 RABAT. Aug 1, (Reuter)r 
Morocco is mending diplomatic 
fences after apparently abandon- 
ing a policy of cutting ties with 
countries supporting the Poi- 
isario independence movement 
in the Western Sahara, diplomats 
said. 

I ts rapprochement with neigh- 
bouring Algeria in May which 
ended an 1 1 -year rift over the 
Sahara conflict meant that the 
boycott policy had been finally 
dropped, they said. 

Morocco’s military control of 
the Western Sahara, a vast min- 
eral-rich desert, has not weak- 
ened despite more than a decade 
of bitter warfare with the 
Algerian-backed Poiisario 
guerrillas in Lhe former Spanish 
colony. 

But the use of the diplomatic 
weapon of severing ties with only 
a few countries had failed to 
isolate Poiisario or its self-styled 


Saharan' Arab Democratic 
Republic (SADR), the diplomats 
said. 

SADR is now recognised by 71 
countries, most of them with no 
diplomatic ties with Morocco, as 
well as the Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU). 

Morocco quit the OAU when 
it admitted the SADR as a mem- 
ber in November 1984. 

No West European country 
has so far recognised SADR, nor 
has any country formally accep- 
ted Moroccan sovereignty over 
the disputed territory which 
Rabat administers under a 1975 
accord with Spain. 

Now that Morocco is friends 
again with Algeria, there is 
logically no reason why it should 
quarrel with any one recognising 
SADR,” one diplomat said. 

Morocco severed ties with 
Algeria in March 1976 for back- 
ing the Poiisario which relies 


1 heavily on Algerian military, 
diplomatic and financial sup- 
port. 

The diplomats said further 
evidence of Morocco’s new 
policy was its decision last week 
to resume diplomatic ties with 
Yugoslavia, severed over Bel- 
grade's recognition of the SADR 
in 1984. 

They expected Morocco to 
normalise relations with India, 
the last major country to recogn- 
ise the SADR in October 1985 
but said the policy changedid not 
necessarily mean that Morocco 
was about to return to the OAU, 
which has pooled efforts with the 
United Nations to settle the dis- 
pute through a referendum. 

“Morocco is no doubt keen to 
get back into the OAU but the 
reason why it pulled out in the 
first place still exists. We have to 
wait and see,” a diplomat said. 


Philippine military 
rejects rebel terms 
to free prisoners 


MANILA. Aug I, (Reuter): The 
Philippine military today rejec- 
ted communist rebel demands 
lor the release of two top 
guerrilla leaders as part of a deal 
to free five hostage soldiers. 

The communist New People's 
Army (NPA) demanded the 
release of its former commander- 
in-chief. Juanito Rivera, who 
was captured last November, 
regional commander George 
Madlosxn and three women. In 
exchange, it said it would release 
the five soldiers it has held cap- 
tive since June 1. 

Army spokesman Colonel 
Oscar Florendo told reporters: 
“How can they make a demand? 
We are not negotiating with 
them.” 

Charges 

The rebels held talks on Sun- 
day with government officials, 
led by Public Works Secretary 
Juunilo Ferrer, at the foot of the 
heavily-forested Mourn Bana- 
huw in Quezon province, south 
of Manila. But Florendo dismis- 
sed lhe talks as “private negotia- 
tions” on behalf of the soldiers' 
families. 

As further conditions for free- 
ing the soldiers, the rebels have 
called for compensation for vic- 
tims of human rights abuses and 
an end to what they described as 
the forced enlistment of civilians 
in unti-communist militia units. 

Also today, a government 
prosecutor said rebellion and 


kidnapping charges against a 
Swede, a West German and a 
Filipino accused of links with the 
rebels would be dropped for lack 
of evidence. They would be char- 
ged instead with subversion. 

Stellan Hennansson of Stock- 
holm. Klaus Schmidt of Cologne 
and Antonio Bosch, a Filipino, 
were arrested on June 8 in a 
Quezon province village the 
military said was rebel-con- 
trolled. The three men deny 
involvement with the guerrillas. 

Blast 

Meanwhile, a time bomb 
exploded at a university hall 
where officials were to discuss 
autonomy for Muslims in the 
Philippines, wrecking a door but 
causing no casualties, the 
military said today. 

Sunday’s blast occurred just 
before Muslim and Christian 
delegates opened a two-day con- 
ference at the Mindanao State 
University in Marawi, 800 kins' 
south of Manila. 

No suspects have been arres- 
ted and no group has claimed 
responsibility. 

The meeting was to draw up 
the mechanics of autonomy for 
the seven million Muslims in lar- 
gely Christian Philippines. 

A military spokesman told 
reporters the blast was obviously 
intended to disrupt the meeting 
which he said was being opposed 
by Muslim separatists demand- 
ing secession from the Philip- 
pines. 


Ershad trying 
to destroy BNP, 
says Khaleda 

DHAKA, Aug I, (Reuter): Ban- 
gladeshi opposition leader 
Begum Khaleda Zia, battling to 
, shore up her image following a 
split in her party, has accused the 
Ershad government of trying to 
drive her out of politics. 

“The government is out to des- 
troy the Bangladesh Nationalist 
Party (BNP) and push me out of 
politics, and some of our own 
men have taken part in the dirty 
game,” Khaleda told a party 
meeting last night. 

The meeting was called to 
demonstrate support for 


members of her party — includ- 
ing former secretary-general 
K.M. Obaidur Rahman — on 
charges of bad faith and 
rebellion. 

“BNP has survived many odds 
in the past and will live on,” she 
declared to hundreds of cheering 
supporters at the BNP central 
offices in Dhaka. 

■ Meanwhile, party dissidents 
were meeting at another party 
office to discuss future plans. 

Rahman and other ousted 
leaders said their expulsion last 
week was proof of Khaleda’s 
“dictatorial” (leadership and 
called a national meeting of their 
followers for Friday, when they 
are expected to launch a new fac- 
tion. 

BNP and the Awami League 
led by Sheikh Hasina spear- 
headed an unsuccessful cam- 
paign last year to topple 
President Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad, who seized power in a 
1982 bloodless coup. The united 
opposition spin earlier this year, 
each side accusing the other of 
bad faith. 


Move for release of hostages 


BEIRUT, Aug 1, (Reuter): 
Lebanese Christian clerics have 
told a British church envoy they 
will check into the fate of three 
missing Iranians as partofefforts 
to free British hostages, a Wes- 
tern diplomat said today. 

He told Reuters the promise 
was won by the bishop in Cyprus 
and the Gulf. John Brown, who 
met Maronite Patriarch 
Nasrallah Sfeir. other top 
Maronite clerics and - Armenian 
Patriarch K are kin 11 last week. 

“What be got was assurances 
and willingness to pursue checks ' 
into the fate of the Iranians.” the 
diplomat told Reuters. ”He did 
not geL anything concrete, but 
the point of Lhe visit was to inten- 
sify talks to help the hostages.” 
he added. 

Brown, envoy of the Archbi- 
shop of Canterbury, Robert 
Runcie, arrived in East Beirut 
last Thursday and left on Satur- 
day. 

The diplomats said Brown met 
no politicians or officials of the 
Christian Lebanese Forces 
militia, accused by Iran of abduc- 


ting three Iranians and their 
Lebanese driver in 1982. 

Brown was due to report on his 
trip to Runcie, spiritual leader of 
the Church of England, in Lon- 
don. 

Iran funds and promotes the 
fiadamentalists of Hezbollah, 
widely believed to hold some of 
the 23 foreigners missing and 
thought kidnapped in Lebanon. 

Claim 

Hezbollah has repeatedly den- 
ied links to hostage- taking but on 
Sunday one of its senior military 
officials came close to claiming 
the abduction in February of 
American Marine Lieutenant- 
Colonel William Higgins. 

Abbas Al Musawi told a rally 
in eastern Lebanon: “Higgins 
was spying on Hezbollah, it is 
normal to face conspiracy by 
seizing its servants ... it is our 
right to seize him.'* 

Lebanese ' kidnappers using 
the names of various clandestine 
groups have demanded changes 
in Western policies in the Gulf 
and in the past two years have 
secured Iran with arms and loan 


repayments in return for freeing 
American and French hostages. 

Last June the Iranians asked a 
Church of England-sponsored 
delegation — visiting Tehran to 
ask lor help in releasing the Brit- 
ish hostages — to help in finding 
the missing 1 ranians. 

Iran said that in return it 
would use its influence with the 
militants holding British hos- 
tages. 

Influence 

The Maronite patriarch 
enjoys wide support and respect 
from the Lebanese Forces 
militiamen and could use his 
influence to press for informa- 
tion about the missing Iranians. 

Iran says the four — Charge 
d’Affaires Hossein Musavi. 
Revolutionary Guards official 
Ahmad Motavaselian, Islamic 
Republic News Agency (JRNA) 
photographer Kazera Akhavan 
and their driver — were kidnap- 
ped near the Christian town of 
Bauoun on July 4. 1982. 

The Lebanese Forces said they 
released the four after detaining 
them for identity checks. Chris- 


tian and Muslim security sour- 
ces. however, believe the four 
were killed. 

The British government has 
repeatedly said it will not enter 
negotiations for the release of 
church envoy Teiry Waite, miss- 
ing since January 1987, journal- 
ist John McCarthy, kidnapped in 
April 1986, and Brian Keenan, a 
teacher who holds joinL British 
and Irish nationality who was 
kidnapped shortly before 
McCarthy. 

But Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher said in a letter to 
Waite's brother David recently 
her government wanted better 
relations with Iran. 

IRNA on Sunday welcomed 
Thatcher's remarks which it said 
revealed a significant softening 
of her altitude towards Iran. 

Higgins, 43, was working for 
the UN observer force in south 
Lebanon when he was snatched 
by gunmen on Feb 1 7. 

A group calling itself the 
Organisation of the Oppressed of 
the World claimed his abduction 
and said he was a spy. 


Tigers attracting more recruits 


MADRAS, Aug 1, (Reuter): The 
Tamil Tigers guerrilla group is 
attracting Sri Lankan Tamils in 
large numbers to its campaign 
for a separate state after fighting 
Indian trocips for the past year, 
exiled Tamil leaders said at the 
weekend. 

" Y ou ths specially consider the 
LTTE (Liberation Tigers of 
Tamil Eelam) the only group 
which has not betrayed the 
Tamils by accepting the Sri Lan- 
kan peace accord,'* M.K. 
Eelaventhan said. 

EElaventhan, general 
secretary of the Tamil Eelam 


Liberation Front, a political 
organisation usually opposed to 
the militant Tigers, added: 
‘They are seen as brave men figh- 
ting powerful forces which sup- 
port an unpractical accord.” 

Weapons 

The pact was signed by India 
and Sri Lanka in July last year to 
try to end the guerrilla war for a 
Tamil homeland in northern and 
eastern Sri Lanka. 

Tigers, dissatisfied with 
guarantees on the Tamils future, 
refused to give up their arms or 
abandon the guerrilla fight and 
are opposed by some 50,000 


Indian troops on the island. 

"The LTTE need the weapons 
to protect their members and 
other Tamils.” said a Tigers 
spokesman in Madras capital of 
Tamil Nadu slate, which is home 
to more than 50 million Indian 
Tamils. 

The spokesman said his group 
differed from theolheis in insist- 
ing a Tamil homeland carved out 
of what they say are traditionally 
Tamil areas of the island's north 
and east. 

“We back the accord only as a 
step to a Tamil nation called 
Eelam,” he said.

Young Kuwaitis learn pearl diving 


MANY young Kuwaitis visit 
foreign holiday resorts to avoid 
the choking heaL of a Gulf sum- 
mer. but teenager Khaled Salem 
and his friends prefer hardship 
and danger at sea. diving for 
pearls as their forefathers did. 

The youths have joined a sum- 
mer youth camp aimed at turning 
pampered Kuwaiti teenagers 
into expert pearl divers. 

“The goal is to revive a way of 
life lived by our fathers and gran- 
dfaihers," said Khalifa Rashid, 
who teaches at the camp. 

Rashid (irsl dived for pearls 50 
years ago at the age of nine. “If 
we don't pass it on to our youth, 
the skill will die.'' he told 
Reuters. 

Graced 

Natural pearls from the Gulf 
once graced the necks of wealthy 
ladies from New York to Bom- 
bay. but the trade all but vani- 1 
shed when Japan developed 
cheaper and more uniform cul- 
tured pearls in the 1930s. 

TTie Gulf went on to find new 
and undreamed of riches in oil. 

Now 17-year-old Salem is one 
of 150 boys who gave up fancy 
cars a nd summer trips to Cannes' 
beaches or London to acquire an 
ancient skill. 

Instead, they have to shave 
their heads and cope with gruell- 
ing 1 2-hour days at camp, learn- 
ing how to dive and row and 
survive at sea. 

"At school I keep thinking 
how much fun it will be when the 
summer comes and I can start 
pearl diving again.” Salem said. 

A 1985 study commissioned 
by HH the Amir of Kuwait found 
that young men spent too much 
time 'racing fast cars, watching 
television and videos. 

All are frowned upon m a 
society that remains committed 
lo conservative Islamic values 
despite its vast oil wealth.

I f pearls are plen liful, they stay at 
anchor. If not, they row to a new 
location. 

H H the Amir specially ordered 
a fleet of 12 wooden ships, from 
five to 10 metres (16-32 ft) long. 
Smaller than the great pearling 
ships of the past, they have the

same shape, square stem and 
pointed bow, and are piloted by 
experienced pearlers like Rashid, 

Diving begins around six in the 
morning with a net hung around 
his neck and wearing nose clips, 
the diver slips his foot into a loop 
on a weighted rope and descends. 

Once down, he gropes along 
Lhe seabed, pries loose the oyster 
shells and tugs on his rope when 
he runs out of breath. A 
colleague, called a seeb, pulls him 
up. 

The men make 10 dives at a 
time, at depths of five to seven 
metres (16-23 feet), with only a 
few minutes rest in between. 

Breaks are allowed after noon 
and afternoon prayers. Diving 
ends at sunset, and the crew has 
the only real meal of the day - - 
rice, fish and tea. Fresh water is 
rationed. 

If a diver gets into trouble — 
attacked by a shark or stung by a 
sea urchin or stingray — he gives 
the rope two or three violent tugs 
and is hauled up at top speed. 


Salem said the only time he felt 
scared was when a large but har- 
mless fish, locally known as 
Hammour. bumped his chesL 

Outweigh 

Otherwise the fun seemed to 
outweigh the hardship. “After 
dinner the boats tie up together 
and everybody swaps stores,” 
Salem said. “1 go to visit Ali and 
ask him how many shells he goL 
We play music.” 

The pearls, still abundant in 
iheGulf, are presented to HH the 
Amir as a gift. The boys get cash 
bonuses. 

“In 10 years we wilt have 
trained 700 boys. That's enough 
to train all of Kuwait," said 
Rashid. “And when they are as 
old as I am, they can teach their 
chi Idren how to dive.”

Demand for tyres 
rises in summer 


HIGH temperatures and 
increased overland travelling 
account for the greater demand 
for Lyres in Kuwait in the summer 
months, though business is also 
reported as brisk during the resi 
of die year. With this in mind, a 
local daily conducted a survey to 
gather information regarding 
how best to go about buying, 
fitting and using lyres. 

Saud Al Harin, a tyre sales- 
man, stressed the importance or 
checking tyres at the beginning of 
the summer. High temperatures 
subject tyres to great stress, 
which could prove fatal to a 
driver in the case of a blowout. 
Tubeless 

in view of the higher incidence 
of punctures, he suggested the 
fitting of tubeless tyres, which 
can lasL for 20 kilometres after a 
puncture, thus reducing the risk 
of sudden loss of control over the 
vehicle. 

Al Hariri also urged drivers to 
balance their lyres immediately 
after buying them as correctly 
balanced tyres last longer and 
ensure better road-holding. 

With regard to how long one 
could reasonably expect a tyre to 
last, Al Hariri stated thaL this 
much depended on use — reck- 
less dri ving could finish a tyre in a 
matter of weeks, but sensible use 
would ensure at least one year for 


Absence of health awareness 


THE acting director general of 
Adan Health area ana the head 
of general medicine clinic at 
Adan hospital Dr Amin Maarafi 
was quoted as saying that the 
absence of health awareness 
among somedtize os contributed 
to exaggerating some situations. 

* -In an interview with a local 
daily Dr. Maarafi called on 
citizens to co-operate with 
-physicians and accused the.pness 
of distorting facts in some health 
cases. 

However, in acknowledging 
that some mistakes did occur, the 
offidal disdosed that the minis- 
try had formed a committee to 
investigate any mistakes. 

Maarafi explained that there 


were some difficult cases to be 
treated and cited meningitis 
where the attending physician 
generally prescribed sedatives. 
These cases, he said, are 
relatively incurable and in cases 
where the patient died, the 
patients relatives complained of 


a good quality tyre. 

Advice from other lyre dealers 
included checking the manufac- 
turing date of the tyre and 
periodically changing the places 
of all four lyres in a crosswise 
manner. 

Power steering lessens the life 
of a tyre, they added. Car drum 
measurements instructions for 
tyres should be followed in order 
to avoid aeddents, as each lyre 
has speed limits and wide drums 
are prohibited by law.

Uprising is the only way 
to regain occupied lands

THE uprising in the occupied 
territories has forced the big 
countries to discuss the Palestin- 
ian issue and their rights, a Pales- 
tinian leader said aL a press con- 
ference held yesterday in 
Kuwait.

“Although 1 was bora in 
Kuwait, my father was 
employed in trade with India 
and preferred me to have my 
schooling there, i started 
becoming interested in film* 
when t was seven or eight and 
used to find frames of films — 
the rushes of oot-takes— wrap- 
ped up in candles. Later, while 
in hign school, I used to go to 
the Bombay film studios- and 
give a hand free of charge- After 
some time 1 joined the 
photography class where I did 
both still and motion photogra- 
phy.*’ 

He carries on to explain that 
upon returning to Kuwait his 
father, a pious, religious man, 
would not agree to the pursuit 
of hisfilm studies as he believed 
that any representational art 
was sinful. “Against his will ! 
joined KTV and started mak- 
ing documentaries. I then lefL 
for the United States and 
enrolled at the University of 
Southern California." 

The problem he faced in the 
preliminary studies was that 
already he bad reached a semi- 
professional level and was 
academically and practically 
way ahead of his student peers. 
“They were not willing to 
evaluate my work so I returned 
to Kuwait and made a film 
called The Falcon. It was a 
straightforward documentary 
style film about this desert 
sport. I think it's important to 
have a record of such tradi- 
tions. 1 ' 

The Falcon was shown on 
local television where it was 
well-received. The film also 
won several awards including 
one in Tunis, another in 
Prague. 

“After this I did a couple 
more documentaries for KTV 
before I started my first feature 
film in 1969 — Tbe Cruel Sea — 
which I completed in 1971. I 
wanted to make a 100 per cent 
Kuwaiti movie and used tech- 
nicians from the television sta- 
tion who had some experience 
in documentaries and new- 
sreels."

The film portrays life in 
Kuwait before the discovery of 
oil and reflects the simple poig- 
nancy of this ■ economic/cul- 
tural tradition which has all but 
disappeared. Based on a story 
by Abdel-Rahman Saleh, The 
Cruel Sea is a tragic tale of a 
poor youth who dies at sea 
while searching for the pearls 
that would enable him to afford 
to marry the daughter of a 
wealthy man. Whilst he is gone, 
though, she is forced to marry a 
rich old merchant and the film 
ends with his mother cursing, 
the sea. 

Writing about Tbe Cruel Sea 
in the September 1 3, 1 972 issue 
oFVariety ma gazin e, a reviewer 
said. 

“The film is unusual in that it 
is a first and can hold its own 
with roost of the films in the 
recent Venice ( USA) Festival ... 
Director Siddik shows a sure- 
footed grasp in the dramatic 
inter-cutting. He demonstrated 
filming know-how and 
maturity.” 

Comments Siddik, The 
Cruel Sea a challenge for me 
and necessitated a meat deal of 
research — any flaw would 
have got me in lots of trouble.' 1 

The Wedding of Zein, the 
director's next film is based on a 
Sudanese tale set a quarter of a 
century ago. The main charac- 
ter, Zetn is in the ancient tradi- 
tion of the ‘Holy Fool 1 — a 
veritable village idiot whose 
comic behaviour conceals a 
spiritual quality recognised by 
the Holy Man, Haneen and by 
Zein's cousin, Nima; the most 
beautiful, most sought-afler 
girl in the entire village. The 
film depicts the struggle bet- 
ween spiritual believers and 
exploitive religious authorities 
— with the victory being for the 
real believers. 

“Tbe beauty of the Sudanese 
culture," relates Siddik. “is that 
it is a folkloric mixture of 
Islamic, African and 
Pharaonic. I tried to make use 
of this in a dramatic structure 
and this style was imitated by a 
lot of people after the film was a 
success — especially in North 
Africa. It has a lot of advan-

tages besides informing the 
people of the non-Arab world 
about the past. I think these 
kind of movies live longer." 

One distinction of Khaled 
Siddik is that he is loathe to use 
professional actors in his films. 
“I hate the whole star syn- 
drome and feel that non- 
professionals are far more con- 
vincing. I started with The 
Cruel Sea using a cast that had 
some experience in stage and 
television but none in actual 
feature films. I thought that 
what we needed in the Arab 
countries was to create the sys- 
tem where the director is the 
star. That's the problem in the 
Arab world. What I resent is 
that stars think that they make 
a film and that is wrong. 
Enrope went through that 
about twenty, twenty-live years 
ago. We needed to create such a 
thing, so 1 told myself that when 
I had a good script the film 
would be something different 

“In my second film The Wed- 
ding of Zein I was in the Sudan 
which was a new territory. 
Besides the anthropological 
research I did for the script 1 
had to announce that I was 
doing screen tests for people 
interested in acting in the film. 
We had a video tape recorder 
and made tests for about 1,500 
people. After selecting whom I 
wanted from these tests, I dis- 
covered that out of these 1 ,500 1 
couldn't find an actor for the 
role of the holy man, Haneen. 
Then I saw the Undersecretary 
of the Ministry of Information 
giving a speech on television. 
The next day I went to his office 
and persuaded him to act in my 
film. I promised I would shoot 
Ih6 te^tkS'withiii'WD 'Or three 
days and at last he agreed. He 
had hever a'cted in his life and 
'when the ‘picture' was- com- 
pleted he said he thought it was 
somebody else.” 

Siddik carried on to point 
out that contrary to what one 
would imagine, using non- 
professional names is not 
necessarily cheaper. In fact it 
can be more costly. “It is a 
question of retakes. My shoot- 
ing ratio in The Wedding of Zetn 
was twenty-five to one.

This is unbelievable in the 
Middle East where the shoot- 
ing ratio is generally three to 
one. But I couldn ' t compromise 
because the skeleton of the pic- 
ture was the character, Zein 
and if there was a little drop 
here or there it meant the whole 
film would be oul of control." 

One dilemma Siddik does 
face with his films is that of 
dubbing the English. For 
example, for The Wedding of 
Zein he was under pressure to 
dub in the jive dialect of black 
America which would have 
been clearly unsuitable. 
“Ultimately the dubbing was 
done in a transatlantic style 
which was not particularly 
popular in the United States. 
On the other hand, certain films 
where they have used American 
voices sound strange. Amadeus 
being a good example." 

The dubbing of Shaheen was 
a monumental task. It was 1 
released in three languages 
Hindi, Arabic and English. The 
film is based on a love story 
from Boccaccio's 'Decamaron' 
in mediaeval India. 

“We selected Rajasthan as a 
location as it is extremely 
beautiful and was an important 
trade centre in the silk route 
days which is when the story is 
seL" 

The story features a truly 
international cast and, 
wherever possible Siddik has 
the appropriate nationality 
playing their role. “The mes- 
sage is of the peaceful co-exis- 
tence and tolerance of different 
nations living together,” he 
explains. “I thought it would be 
interesting to adapt a Boccac- 
cio story to the days when 
"European -adventurers and 
traders were passing through 
India en route to the Orient" 

An Italian production com- 
pany initially commissioned 
the film. “They wanted three 
different interpretations of 
Boccaccio and selected a Hun- 
garian. Italian and myself, a 
Kuwaiti director. Now com- 
pleted ail the films are quite 
different. What 1 tike about 
Italian producers is that they 
don't interfere in a director's 
work — like they do in the

“1 always write or, al least. 
Work on the scripts myself. ! 
don't think that 1 can direct a 
movie that is strange to me. I 
have to live with it from the 
beginning. 1 have a personal 
computer which I carry every- 
where and when I have an idea I 
disconnect the phone and will 
go andstay in a chalet by the sea 
faraway from any distraction." 

Asked about his views on the 
local film production situation, 
he replied. 

“Culturally, Kuwait is way 
ahead of any Arabian Guff 
country and there is a lot of 
talent here. Unfortunately 
though, despite there being 
several Kuwaiti students who 
have graduated from the US., 
they seem frightened to take 
risks and so restrict themselves 
to television and radio produc- 
tion...” 

Siddik self-financed all his 
films. “People imagine Lhal 
because I am from Kuwait l 
have all the wealth behind me 
— this is simply not true." 

High production costs have 
not apparently deterred him in 
the least. He has been dubbed 
Kuwait's answer to Fellini (one 
of his favourite directors), and 
apart from the nine awards won 
for Tbe Cruel Sea collected the 
aforementioned prestigious US 
award for The Wedding of Zein 
as well as a highly acclaimed 


merit from the Cannes Film 
Festival. In all his films Siddik 
subtly reflects cultural expres- 
siveness so often missing in 
today’s movies. 

The whole international film 
scene is a tragedy," he com- 
plains “and there are very few 
good films being made now. Of 
course videos have had a 
dramatic impact but I feel that 
they degrade good work by 
being shown on a small screen. 
The viewers just cannot 
become involved, the sound 
quality is poor and so on ..” 

Khaled Siddik's films do not 
only serve to entertain but also 
succeed in both preserving 
traditions of the past and the 
promotion of cross-cultural 
understanding between the 
Middle East a nd the West. Says 
Siddik, “We want to have a 
place within the US film com- 
munity, with our new modern- 
ised talents and concerns, while 
simultaneously we must re-dis- 
cover in cinematic language 
our ancient Arabic forms, 
traditions and history.** 
□early, the contribution this 
K uwai ti director has made ca n- 
not be underestimated and, 
hopefully; his success and wide- 
spread recognition will serve as 
an inspiration for other young 
students hoping to pursue a 
career in the Arab cinematic 
world.

BEIRUT, (Reuter): Funding 
heart surgery and schoolbooks 
and running a fleet of buses on 
time are unlikely concerns For 
heavily-armed Lebanese 
militiamen. 

But the hardline Christian 
Lebanese Forets (LF) militia has 
adopted these and other projects 
in a bid to replace the grim Face of 
the gunman with that oF the smil- 
ing social worker. 

"We found there was a deep 
need to crea te a new image for the 
Lebanese Forces — in social 
affairs." said chairman of the 
militia's year-old Social 
Solidarity Foundation, Victor 
Goraieb.' 

The foundation channels 
money to poor families for food, 
education and medical care and, 
with the help of Lebanese banks, 
solicits aid from Lebanese living 
abroad. 

The ! 2,000 strong LF spends 
$600,000 a year running 47 buses 
over a 400 km (250 miles) net- 
work with 600 bus stops. 

Civilian drivers operate the 
fleet from 6 am to 10 pm and 
charge a flat fare of 25 pounds 
(eight US cents). 

Assistance 

Social assistance is a major 
departure for the LF, which has 
largely spent its cash on arming 
the fighters who patrol the streets 
of Christian enclaves and face 
their M uslim counterparts on t he 
battlefronts of war-torn 
Lebanon. 

The programme will cost 
around $2.5 million this year to 
help the million or so of Leban- 
on's 3.4 million people who live 
in areas around east Beirut con- 
trolled by the LF. 

LF chieftain Samir Geagea 
said in a speech in June that the 
militia would not let economic 
hardship crush the people when 
the dangers and pressures of the 
I3-year-oid civil war had failed. 

Goraieb said the idea of giving 
social help came as the Lebanese 
pound plummeted last year, 
making imported food pro- 
hibitively expensive. 

“The minimum monthly 
wage, which equalled $86 in 
December 1985, was down to 
around $16-late last year," 
Goraieb said. "To avoid social 
repercussions we took over tack- 
ling pari of the problem." 

About a third of the funds for 
the programme comes from don- 
ations. The LF pays the rest from 


taxes it imposes, without auth- 
ority from the barely functioning 
state, on businesses, restaurants, 
cinema tickets and other Lrade. 

The LF lakes a means test and 
inspectors check who needs help. 
Often hardest hit are middle- 
class families who struggle to 
maintain an image of respec- 
tability. 

"Appearances can be mislead- 
ing ... people are selling their fur- 
niture and small parcels of land 
they own to make ends meet," 
said Goraieb. 

The foundation can fund a 
range of needs from schoolbooks 
to open-heart surgery for those 
who pass wealth screening — and 
where the father is either working 
or has tried to find work. 

A computer-printed list of 
30.000 poor families is available 
from which wealthy Lebanese 
may select and sponsor one or 
more with up to $ 100 each for a 
minimum of a year. 

Goraieb said the fund did not 
discriminate against the tiny 
Muslim minority living in the 
Christian-run enclaves. 

Donors in Lebanon. Africa 
and Europe are helping 2,500 
families and the scheme is only 
now reaching potential benefac- 
tors in the United Suites. 

Co-operating banks in areas 
abroad where Lebanese live han- 
dle donations free. The scheme 
mirrors the extensive aid given to 
Israel by Jews of the diaspora. 

Avoids 

The LF bus service delibe- 
rately avoids routes used by state 
buses in Beirut but interconnects 
with them at city boundaries and 
links towns and villages to enable 
workers to reach jobs. 

“We run along the 
(Mediterranean) coast every 20 
minutes and we run on time," 
said system director Eddie 
Dumit. Up to mid-July, the sys- 
tem had carried 1.5 million pas- 
sengers since it began in Novem- 
ber 1987. he added. 

The militia's social generosity 
does not. however, meet with 
universal approval. 

“Look at this. 1 don’t like hav- 
ing to pay this to them," said 23- 
year-old teacher Nada. pointing 
to 3 four per cent LF tax-stamp 
on a restaurant receipt. 

“They are the richest people 
with the biggest cars and the best 
houses and chalets by the sea, 
while life is hard for the rest of 
us.” 

"There is no middle class here 
any more. Just rich and poor." 
Nada said.

Rules rule

TOKYO. (UPI): Miyuko Arin- 
aga arrived at her Tokyo Junior 
High School one day with a blue 
rubber band in her hair. 

Her teacher, posted at the 
school gale to inspect ihe unifor- 
med students as they entered, 
noticed the hair band and told 
Arinuga she was violating school 
rules which permit only black 
hair bunds. 

For her punishment, Arinuga 
was made to sit in the dirt by the 
cute as all her fellow students 
tiled by. 

Arinaga was a victim — or 
beneficiary, depending on how 
one views it — of a resurgence in 
strict dress code in Japanese 
schools. 

The dress codes, which vary 
from school to school, dictate 
everything from the colour of 
students' underwear — white 
only --to the number of eyelets 
in their tennis shoes -- 1 2. 

The codes are enforced with an 
obvious disregard for student 
rights, one that would impress 
any American teacher who has 
been forced to go easy on 
students for fear of bringing on a 
lawsuit. 

But the dress aides are raising 
new questions in Japan over how 
beneficial it is to force confor- 
mity on all students. 

Admire 

US educators, who argue that 
the student rights movement 
went too far, might admire the 
Japanese system. 

The lack of strict rules in 
American schools has deprived 
kids of discipline, says Gerald 
Grant, a professor of education 
at Syracuse University. 

In his recent book, "The 
World we created at Hamilton 
High 1953-1987.” Grant says in 
America . when a teacher corrects 
a student, the student reacts by 
threatening to sue the teacher. 

The majority of Japanese 
educators say the strict rules help 
train students to be team players 


Japan 

who rarely question orders and 
become the type of workers who 
have built Japan's economic 
dominance. 

But Japanese critics of the sys- 
tem say it is brutal in its effort to 
force every student into the same 
mold, and students who do not 
fit in can be seriously a fleeted. 

Four years ago a junior high 
school student committed 
suicide when his school mates 
continued to taunt him for 
breaking the dress code. 

"This education system has 
been very effective in terms of 
supporting Japan's rapid econ- 
omieexpansion. but it has ruined 
some students along the way.” 
said Keiko Okuchi. the principal 
of a small private school that 
takes in the student misfits. 

Concern 

But most Japanese teachers 
seem to show less concern for the 
Few students who may be hurt 
than they do for the many 
sLudenls who may benefit from 
learning to conform. 

"In Japan wc think everyone 
should do everything the same." 
said Yosio Horita. a junior high 
school vicc-principal in Obihiro. 
a small city in northern Japan. 

“We wan Lour children to wear 
the same clothes, hairstyle and 
even glasses." he said. “Then the 
only way they will stand out is if 
they excel in academics." 

“Rulers help educate the 
students," said Eiji Amano. prin- 
cipal of a junior high school in a 
Tokyo suburb. He still supports 
strict rules even after five 
students, scolded for wearing 
baggy panls. beat one of the 
school's teachers with metal 
baseball bats. 

Conform 

“Students have to follow rules 
in society and the school* arcjust 
establishing the minimum rules 
needed to function in society," 
Amano said. 

Educators agree the rules are 
effective in forcing students to 
conform, but they disagree on 
the value of conformity’. 


Chilling allegation of cold-blooded execution

LONDON, tUPI): A British 
SAS commando, the witness 
said, stood over the unarmed 
I RA man he had just wounded, 
placed a foot firmly on his chest 
and fired two or three more 
bullets into his head and neck. 

Seconds earlier, the story goes, 
the plain-clothed commando 
told screaming children nearby 
— as he levelled his pisLol at the 
wounded man for the coup de 
grace — "this is all right. It’s the 
police.” 

This chilling allegation of a 
cold-blooded execution by one 
of Britain's finest is made by a 
witness to the shooting. Reper- 
cussions of that and similar 
accusations are still being felt in 
the British government. 

The slain man was Sean 
Savage, one of three Irish 
Republican Army members shot 
and killed in Gibraltar March 6 
by Britian's elite anti-terrorist 
force, the Special Air Service. 

Killing 

The IRA admitted the three 
were planning a major bomb 
attack on Gibraltar, Britain's 
vital military outpost at the 
entrance of the Mediterranean. 

What at first seemed to be a 
stunning military success in 
preventing a horrific terrorist 
attack soon soured, and to this 
day remains a point of intense 
debate. 

Savage's killing was described 
by a witness — who asked to 
remain anonymous — in a 
Thames Television programme

titled “Death on the Rock” and 
in a legal affidavit. 

Another anonymous witness 
on the same programme said the 
SAS commando first shot 
Savage in the back, without war- 
ning, as he ran down a Gibraltar 
street. 

Other witnesses told Thames 
and later the British Broadcast- 
ing Corp’s TV programme 
“Spotlight'* that the SAS opened 
fire on the other two unarmed 
iRA members without challeng- 
ing them and while their arms 
were raised in surrender. 

The accusations caused a 
political uproar, raising anew 
long-standing allegations that 
lhe British Army has a secret 
“shoot-lo-kiir policy toward 
Irish nationalist guerrillas. 

For more t ban a decade, police 
and soldiers in Northern Ireland 
occasionally have been accused 
— mostly by IRA sympathizers 
but also by some Protestants — 
of shooting IRA members with- 
out making any attempt at 
arrest. 

The IRA. a guerrilla group of 
Roman Catholics, is fighting to 
oust the British from the 
predominantly Protestant pro- 
vince of Northern Ireland to 
unite it with the mostly Catholic 
Irish Republic in the south. 

Allegations that the SAS 
opened fire without warning in 
Gibraltar stirred up fiery emo- 
tions. 



Margaret Thatcher 

The irish government formally 
expressed its "concern" to Lon- 
don. Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher angrily charged 
Thames and the BBC with con- 
ducting a “trial by television" by 
airing the allegations before the 
official inquest, recently post- 
poned until September since it 
has raised controversies of its 
own. 

Thatcher's anger “went 
beyond fury," a government 
spokesman said, when Thames 
rejected a government request to 
withhold airing the programme. 

At stake is the reputation of 
the SAS. viewed in Britian as the 
realflife incarnation of Ian Flem- 
ing's “James Bond" — and then 
some. SAS commandos are the 
best of the best in the British 
Army. 


Trained to be resourceful, 
mthless and deadly, their bold 
motto is: “Who dares wins." But 
government spokesman insist 
they have no licence to kill and 
are obligated to obey the law. 

In legal affidavits and in telev- 
ision interviews, six separate wit- 
nesses to the Gibraltar shootings 
were adamant they heard no war- 
nings by the SAS before the com- 
mandos opened fire. 

This contradicted a statement 
by Foreign Secretary Sir Geof- 
frey Howe in parliament two 
days after the shootings. 

“They were challenged by the 
security forces," Howe said. 
“When challenged they made 
movements which led the 
military personnel ... to conclude 
that their own lives and the lives 
of others were under threat. In 
light of this response, they were 
shot." 

Trailing 

The SAS and Spanish security 
forces had been trailing the three 
known IRA guerrillas for mon- 
ths on a tip that they intended to 
explode a car bomb during a 
British military prade, held every 
Teusday on “The Rock." 

The three — a woman named 
Mairead Farrell, Danny 
McCann and Savage — crossed 
the border from Spam on Sunday 
March 6 and parked a car along 
the parade route. 

It was discovered later that this 
car contained no explosives. It 


may have been intended to save 
the parking space for the real 
carbomb. It is unclear whether 
the SAS knew this was a dummy 
or thought it was real. 

The three started walking back 
toward the Spanish border. 
Savage split ofT from Farrell and 
McCann mid headed back to 
Gibraltar's downtown area. 

Witnesse said a Gibraltar 
police car screeched to a halt near 
Farrell and McCann and three 
men jumped out with SAS-sian- 
dard Browning 9mm pistols. 

"There was no exchange or 
words, there were just shots," 
said witness Crment Proetta, 
who lives near the site. “It looked 
like the mao (McCann) was 
protecting the girl (Farrell) 
because he stood in front of her. 
But there was no chance. They 
dropped to the floor immeditely. 

“When this happened, the 
couple were standing together 
with their hands in the air." 
Proetta said in her legal affidavit 
“There is absolutely no doubt in 
my min d that their bands were in 
the air, and they made no 
movements." 

Warning 

Another witness, Josic 
Celeda, said she also heard no 
warning before the SAS opened 
fire. This was supported by 
Lucinda and Stephen Bulloch, 
who also saw the shooting. 

Bulloch, a lawyer, said the 
SAS commandos were only 4 feet 


away from Farrell and McCann, 

"who had hishands upas he went 
down. He was still being shot as 
he went down." 

"I mean it wasn't a question of \ 

just putting one or two shots into 
him just to stop him," Bulloch ' F 
told the BBC. “I mean, this was. 
it seemed to me. a deliberate 
shooting to kill. No question." 

One SAS commando, Proelia 
said, "bent down and went on 
shooting them." 

Savage heard the shots and 
started running, but two SAS 
men already were upon him and 
two more were approaching 
thro ugb a children’s playground. 

One commando opened fire, 
striking Savage in either a leg or 
in bis back. He fell and lay 
motionless on his back. 

"Another man was standing u 
over him with his fool on his 
chest," said the legal affidavit 
from a witness who said he wat- 
ched the shooting from a parked 
ear less than 10 days away. “He 
had a gun. I was horrified by 
wbat I saw.” 

Shot 

After reassuring children that 
he was with the police, the SAS 
commando shot Savage two or 
three more times from point- 
blank range, the witness’ 
statement said. 

Two days after the shootings, 
a car containing 140 pounds of 
explosives and linked to the three 
dead IRA members was found by - 
Spanish police in Spain. * 

There were angry scenes in 
parliament. Tom King, the 
government's Northern Ireland 
secretary, said the bomb could 
have killed or wounded 200 peo- 
ple in Gibraltar’s crowded, 
narrow streets.

Morocco building biggest mosque

CASABLANCA. Morocco, 
(Reuter): Morocco is building 
what it says will be the Islamic 
world's biggest mosque outside 
Saudi Arabia. 

“Apart from Makkah and 
Holy Prophet Mohammed's 
(PB'UH) mosque in Medina 
(Saudi Arabia), it will be the big- 
gest in the Islamic world and a 
jewel bestowed upon all Moroc- 
cans." King Hassan said in an 
appeal for public donations for 
the mosque. 

To be built in Casablanca, j 
Morocco's business and finan- 
cial centre and home to three 
million people, the mosque will 
be a dominant landmark in a city 
which already has 300 mosques. 

King Hassan and Moroccan 
officials have not disclosed the 
cost, but unofficial reports say it 
could amount to $250 million. 

Laser 

Officials say the mosque's sin- 
gle 160-metre (525-feel) high 
minaret will be fitted with a laser 
beacon fixed towards Makkah, 
the direction Muslims around 
the world face when praying. 

Designed by King Hassan’s 
personal friend. French architect 
Michel Pinseau. the Hassan II 
Grand Mosque will be 200 
metres (656 feel) long, 100 metres 
(328 feet) wide and 60 metres 
1 196 feeL) high. 

Protect 

It will hold 20.000 worshippers 
indoors and 80,000 in the court- 
yard. the King said. 

The Badshahi mosque,- in 
Lahore, Pakistan, built by the 
17th century Mogul Emperor 
Aurangzeb, has much the same 
capacity, Pakistani publications 

say. 

But the Casablanca mosque s 
minaret will top the minarets of 
Malaysia's S62-million Shah 
Alam Mosquein Kuala Lumpur. 


built recently. 

Located on Casablanca's sea- 
front, the building will be protec- 
ted from Atlantic breakers and 
construction is expected to be 
completed on the King's 60lh 
birthday on July 9 next year, 
officials said. 

It will have a separate prayer 
hall for women, a religious 
school, a museum and a library. 

Launching a 40-day public 
donation campaign for building 
the mosque this month. King 
Hassan personally contributed 
6.9 million dirhams ($800,000). 
He set no target for Lhe total 


contributions. 

“ Y our contributions, even of a 
dirham (about 14 cents), will 
mean that you have built a 
mosque," he said, quoting Holy 
Prophet Mohammed (PBUH). 

King Hassan said he decided 
to build the mosque in memory 
of his father Mohammed V who 
died in Casablanca in 1961. 

King Mohammed's mauso- 
leunrtwas built in the capital 
Rabat and King Hasan said he 
wanted to appease Casablanca 
residents who might, have been 
upset that it had not been placed 
in their city.

Economic troubles aggravating in East Germany 

Old political guard faces 
pressure for reforms

BERLIN, (AP): Facing mount- 
ing dissent at home and pressure 
for reforms similar to the Soviet 
Union's, the ageing leadership of 
East Germany is clinging to 
power as the nation nears its 40th 
birthday. 

Economic troubles have been 
aggravating chronic shortages of 
consumer goods, while young 
people are demanding the 
freedoms they see on West Ger- 
man television broadcast over 
the border. 

“Down with the Berlin Wall, 
down with the Berlin. Walk” 
young East Germans shouted in 
one recent protest. East German 
police quickly moved in and 
broke, up the demonstration of 
more than 5,000 people. 

Communist leader Erich Hon- 
ecker, the man who built that 
wall in 1961 at the direction of 
Communist Party chid' Walter 
Ulbricht turns 76 in AugusL He 
and his septuagenarian deputies 
are holding onto the power some 
of them gained shortly after die 
country was formed in the Soviet 
image ra 1949. 

Repression 

In the Soviet Union, the 
Stalinist repression of those days 
has given way to Mikhail Gorba- 
chev's crusade for perestroika 
and glasnost (restructuring and 
openness) and young East Ger- 
mans lately have taken to gather- 
ing near the wall with cries of, . 
“Gorby, Gorby.” 

But East Germany’s leader- 
ship has emphasized that it does ■ 
not intend to change course. 

“Honecker is a fossil and still 
shows the characteristics of his 
era," says Guenther Buch of the 
All-German Institute, the Bonn 
government’s research branch 
that keeps tabs on East German 
developments. “The old officials 


are dinging to their jobs." 

The ageing leaders in the 
nation of 16.6 million people 
include: 

• Honecker, a member of the 
ruling politburo since 1958 and 
head of the Communist Party 
since 1971. 

• Premier Wilii Stoph, 73, a 
politburo member since 1 953. 

• Erich Mielke, the 80-year- 
old bead of the state police, has 
been a Central Committee mem- 
ber for 38 years. 

• Deputy Premier Alfred 
Neumann is 78 and a politburo 
member since 1958. 

In alL 46 of the 160 members of 
the party's Central Committee 
have been there more than 20 
years. The party is officially 
known as the Socialist Unity 
Party (SED).. 

Change 

"The SED isn't thinking of 
change, but they are under pres- 
sure," says Buch. “Certainly, the 
Honecker era is heading toward 
an end." 

Buch looks for a gradual 
hand-over of power shortly 
before the next Communist 
Party Congress, expected in 
1991. The succession remains a 
matter of much speculation. One 
name frequently mentioned is 
that of .Egon Krenz, the 51-year- 
old politburo member who since 
■1983 has been m charge of youth, 
sports and security. 

to stick to the course East Ger^ 
many has followed font early two 
decades. Perestroika, he said last 
June, originated in the Soviet 
Union’s internal needs. “They 
wanted to break open a certain 
incrustation of the economic 
life." 

East Germany, he said, 
intends to follow “the proven 
way.” 

Party leaders note that the 
country already has made some 


s 


significant changes in the econ- 
omic structure. 

In the mid-1960s, the East 
Germans introduced a new econ- 
omic system that eased some cen- 
tral planning controls and all- , 
owed factories to make profits if 
they were reinvested in opera- 
tions or redistributed to workers 
as bonuses. After several years of 
growth that put it at the head of 
the Soviet bloc, however, the 
economy showed signs of slow- 
ing in the late 1970s. 

Planning 

The German Institute, for 
Economics Research says last 
year’s economic growth rate of 
3.6 percent, measured in terms of 
national income, fell significan- 
tly short of the target of 4.5 per 
cent set by economic planners. It 
was East Germany's second 
lowest this decade. 

A harsh winter last year and a 
drought this spring are hurting 
agriculture, which employs 
about 980,000 people. VU 

“Shortage was the dominating ^ 
feature in the economic area," 
said the West Berlin-based ins- 
titute. Especially hard-hit are 
consumer goods outside major 
dries. 

Public dissent threatened to 
boil over earlier this year, when 
scores of East Germans were 
arrested in crackdowns. 

Young people grouped under 
the protection of the Lutheran 
Church have been clamouring 
for more freedom, especially the 
chance to travel abroad. The 
May Day parade on May 1 
brought out an unprecedented 
number of security agents to g 
prevent disturbances. Travel res- 
trictions were eased temporally. 

After the June disturbances 
near the Berlin Wall, East Ger- 
man security agents roughed up 
two West German television 
crews.

Lively and forthright, Kitty 
Dukakis is more comfortable 
working to find jobs and places 
to live for the homeless, sup- 
porting the arts, easing the 
plight of Soviet Jews and Kam- 
puchean refugees and leading a 
fight for drug education. 

She says that if her husband 
is elected president, one thing 
she will ask for is an appoint- 
ment to the US Holocaust 
Memorial Council, a job she 
lost when Reagan came to 
power. 

Aides say the Democratic 
presidential nominee brightens 
up when she is on the campaign 
trail with him and even gives 
belter speeches — a decided 
plus for a man whose dull plat- 
form manner is a major cam- 
paign handicap. 

Married for 25 years, the 
Massachusetts governor still 
refers to Kitty as 'my bride' and 
she tells reporters: ‘He’s a great 

man. * 

Dukakis tells campaign 
crowds that Kitty will never 
stand behind him telling him 
what to do if he becomes 
president. 

“She'll be standing right up 
here nest to me, telling you 
what she thinks," he says. 

During an appearance with 
his wife during the convention, 
he added a joke — saying that 
of course he will be the one to 
make the decisions. Killy 
looked at him with a big smile 
and said: “Yes, dear." 

They are an odd couple, 
emotional opposites but clearly 
devoted to eadi other. 

He is cool aud reserved. She 
is fiery and outspoken. He is 
Creek orthodox. She is Jewish. 
He is frugal. She'spends — and 
after years of arguments they 
now have both separate and 
joint hank accounts.

SHE was the original poor liLlle 
rich girl. But she was resilient. 

She generally got what she 
wanted and enjoyed her fame, 
her wealth and the classic good 
looks she has retained at 64. 

Bui last week Gloria Vander- 
bijl, who inherited tier first four 
million dollars at two years old. 
was under sedation, shattered, 
her world destroyed. 

She had just seen her son 
break free from her' despairing 
grasp and throw himself out the 
window of her 14th floor New 
York apartment, crashing to 
Ids death on the graffiti-strewn 
sidewalk below. 

Once again a child of a 
famous moneyed dynasty has 
found it impossible to live with 
his good fortune. 

Great wealth, which many 
believe is a blessing, can so often 
be a curse. 

Carter Cooper, 23-year-old 
son of the happiest ofhis moth- 
er's four marriages, stood to 
inherit much of the wealth of 
one of America's richest 
women. 

But Lhe one thing his mother 
couldn't give him was the one 
thing he probably needed most 

— her supreme ability to cope 
with vast wealth and (he trap- 
pings of privilege and notoriety 
which go with iL 

She was bom as heiress to the 
Vanderbilt railway billions. 

By the time she was ten she 
was able to lie to a judge in 
America's most sensational 
court case, to prevent being 
placed in her mother's custody. 

She married at 17 to escape 
the clutches of an over posses- 
sive aunt; and four years later 
ran off to Mexico to marry 
composer Leopold Stokowski 

— 41 years her senior. 

Terrified 

After another marriage — to 
movie director Sydney Lumet 

— she entered into the 16-year 
love match with writer Wyatt 
Cooper — father of Carter. 

Wyatt died during heart sur- 
gery in 1978, leaving 13-year- 
old Carter and his younger 
brother, Anderson, alone to 
cope with their mother’s world 

— the world she had always 
inhabited, one of beautiful peo- 
ple, champagne and great 
expectations. 

Asked by writer John Mor- 
timer if she ever saw poor peo- 
ple, she replied that an old 
woman bad once opened the 
door of her •’Hint's Rolls and

tried to sell them apples. 

‘She wanted us to do some- 
thing for her,' said Gloria, 
adding that the experience left 
her ‘terrified.’ 

But her son was a different 
person. A handsome boy. he 
had only a walk-on role in her 
extravagant life, like an extra in 
Scott Fitzgerald novet. 

He rarely saw his mother 
before noon and his father kept 
writer’s Habits, locking himself 
away for days on end. 


The death of his father hit 
Carter hard. He enjoyed the 
days out in Central Park for hot 
dogs and baseball games, eons 
away from his' mother's beau 
monde. 

Bright, but always brooding, 
he went to the exclusive Dalton 
School, and after graduating in 
1983 he entered the Ivy League 
college. Princeton. 

Ever the High Society hos- 
tess Gloria threw a lavish all- 
night party — to which Carter 


escorted Pretty Baby star 
Brooke Shields - when he 
graduated from High School. 

But the occasion left him 
deeply embarrassed by society 
columnists' attention suddenly 
focussed on him. 

He left Princeton last year 
and was looking for a job in 
journalism. With his connec- 
tions he could have become a 
trainee anywhere he chose. 

But he was determined not to 
cash in on his mother's fame. 
When he died he was still look- 
ing for the break he needed to 
assert himself as Carter 
Cooper, not Gloria Vander- 
bilt's son. 

The pressure of his lack of 
success led 'to hospital treat- 
ment for depression and a 
friend who saw him at a recent 
party said last night: ‘He looked 
under lerri tie strain.* 

Although friends described 
Gloria's relationship with Car- 
ter os 'close,' he chose to live 
alone in a fiat in New York's 
smart Beekman Place. 

Bui he was always on call - - 
in his sober, dark suits when 
Gloria asked him to meet her 
friends on the cocktail circuit. 

His mother — who added, 
millions of dollars to her bank 
balance in recent years by lend- 
ing her name to designer jeans 
- was publicly always affec- 
tionate towards her son. 

Friends 

Last Christmas ail her many 
friends received a card showing 
a picture of Gloria and 'the 
boys.' 

No one yet knows why Car- 
ter Cooper killed himself so 
horribly — shrugging off his 
desperate mother's dutches, 
ignoring her cries not Lo jump 
and plunging into the cour- 
tyard at 10 Grade Square. 

His cousin. Whitney Tower, 
said: ‘He was a charming, won- 
derful gentleman. 1 had no ink- 
ling he was unhappy in any 
way.’ 

So why did the great -great- 
great-grandson of railroad 
tycoon Cornelius Vanderbilt 
kill himself? 

Drugs are often the cause of 
grief for Manhattan's rich and 
famous, but the quiet-living 
model son Carter did not run 
with a fast crowd. 

His last words were spoken 
to his mother, seconds before he 
leapt to his death. Only she 
knows what these were. 

Why did Carter die? 

It is a question only a mother 
can answer..

slam force, asking for two of the 
three top honors. 

West led his fourth-best club 
and, had everyone played normally, 
declarer would have coasted home.

A spade to the king would have 
revealed the position, and a finesse 
for the jack would have allowed de- 
clarer to claim his grand slam. 

Unfortunately for South, when' 
he cashed the ace of trumps.

Marvin Davis, the Denver oil 
tycoon on whose lifestyle it is 
said "Dynasty" is based, 
bought the hotel in 1986 for 
SI 35 million, then sold it for a 
reported $200 million in 
October to the oil-rich sultan of 
Brunei. It will cost the sultan, 
listed by Fortune Magazine as 
ihe world’s richest man. $40 
million to renovate the hotel, 
which is celebrating its 75th bir- 
thday.

Charles Chaplin: W.C. Fields: 
John Barrymore; Errol Flynn; 
Elizabeth Taylor and Richard 
Burton (and her other hus- 
bands us well except Nicky Hil- 
ton who was expected to stay in 
the family’s hotels); Aristotle 
Onassis with Jackie Kennedy: 
The Beatles; Marilyn Monroe 
with a succession of suitors and 
husbands including Arthur 
Miller.

Billionaire Norton Simon 
lived in Bungalow 2 for a year 
while he waited to marry Jen- 
nifer Jones.

BIOFEEDBACK CAN CONTROL 
FECAL INCONTINENCE 


QUESTION: How can 1 help myself from 
embarrassment of losing my B.M.? It 
already has happened on a number of 
occasions, and the fear that it will happen 
again has kept me a prisoner in my own 
house. Please help. 

ANSWER: Inis condition, known as 
fecal incontinence, can indeed be quite 
embarrassing, especially in social situations. 
However, there is a lot that can be done to 
treat this problem and, sometimes, to even 
correct it. First, it is extremely important 
that you report your condition to your 
physician, who will obtain a thorough 
medical history and perform an examina- 
tion of your rectum. Your physician also 
may evaluate other medical components, 
including neurological testing, in order to 
make a careful diagnosis and prescribe an 
appropriate treatment plan. 

A simple and effective non-surgical tech- 
nique. known as biofeedback, may be one 


way to help you overcome this problem. 
Through the bio feedback programme, 
patients are taught to control their anal 
muscle con tractions -and to then synchron- 
ize these contractions with the muscles that 
control their bowel movements. These mus- 
cle responses arc monitored Lh rough a 
device composed of three air-filled balloons, 
inserted into the rectum, which are attached 
to a recording apparatus that visually dis- 
plays the muscular responses. Patients can 
monitor their muscle responses by watching 
the recording apparatus. This programme 
continues until patients learn to effectively 
control their incontinence. Success has been 
aeh ieved in more than 70 per cent of patients 
who have used biofeedback. 

if hinfeedback is ineffective, there are 
certain drugs which also have proved effec- 
tive in treating fecal incontinence, especially 
to control diarrhea. Drug therapy can be 
extremely effective and can break lhe chains 


that now are confining you to your own 
home. 

ACROSS MY DESK: There was hopeful 
news for patients afflicted with ulcerative 
colitis in the report of Dr Lloyd R. Suth- 
erland. of the Faculty of Medicine. Univer- 
sity of Calgary, presented at the annual 
meeting of the Royal College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Canada. By applying 4 
grams of 3-aminosalicylic add (5-ASA) in a 
nightly enema to 76 patients over a six-week 
period, he noted significant improvement in 
the stgmoidoscopic appearance of the 
ulcerative colitis in 46 patients. The patients 
also noted less frequent stools, rectal bleed- 
ing and mucous production. Of further 
in terest was the willingness of the patients to 
self-administer these enemas because the 
medication was soeffectivem reducing their 
symptoms.

Reynolds is back 
— from the brink 

Former Hollywood No. 1 Burt Reynolds 
had his ego and his career shattered by 
rumours about his health. Now, fitter and 
happier than eyer, he is back on screen .... 
and beading for the top again.

MACHO movie star Burt 
Reynolds is finally battling bis 
way back to being one of Tmsel 
Town's No. I stars. 

But it's not proving easy .... 

In the past five years, Burt's 
reputation of being one of 
Hollywood's most accompli- 
shed actors and lovers — he has 
dated beauties such aS Farrah 
Fawcett, Lauren Hutton. Sally 
Field and Leslie Anne Down — 
has fallen flat. 

The Hollywood that once 
fawned over him, flattered him 
and clamoured to shake bis 
hand, sent him into the wilder- 
ness and branded him a closet 
homosexual and a has-been. 
He even had to endure rumours 
that he was seriously ill with the 
killer disease AIDS. 

But now Tinseltown is giving 
its fallen idol a second chance in 
the £20 million film, Switching 
fTumwk which co-stars actors 
Christopher Reeve and Kath- 
leen Turner. 

Burt, 51, was offered the part 
when superstar Michael Caine 
pulled out at the last minute but 
if the movie flops, like Burt's 
most recent efforts, he could 
well be Hollywood history. 

Burt's problems began when 
he was struck down with a 
series of painful Alnesses and 
injuries. 

He suffers from hypo- 
glycaemia, a condition caused 
by low blood sugar level, but 
causes violent changes of 
mood. One American reporter 
revealed: “I interviewed him 
and he became increasingly 
hostile, almost like Jekyll and 
Hyde. I left quickly because I 
felt he might have hit me.” 

Director Dick Richards 
wasn't so lucky. At present he is 
suing Reynolds for more than 
£16 million.

Dick claims that Burt hit him 
.on the set of-the movie. Heat, in 
Las Vegas in 1986, knocking 
him unconscious. ?• 

But Burt's most long-stand- 
ing problem began in 1983 
when he started to suffer from a 
painful and difficult to treat jaw 
problem. 

He revealed: “At times I 
could not eat for days and my 
weight plummeted. The pain 
was like someone sticking pins 
in my eyes." 

Bang so tall and well built, 
Burt’s dramatic weight loss 
soon brought vicious, speculat- 
ing about what was really mak- 
ing him so ill. Hollywood was in 
the grip of AIDS hysteria and 
with two movies flops behind 
him he was a prime target for 
Tinseltown's gossip-mongers. 


Burt recalls: “I tried not to go 
crazy or run all over the place 
striking out at shadows, 
because shadows were what I 
was lighting. 

“What I wanted above all 
else was to retain my sense of 
dignity and my sense of 
humour.” 

He says that the people who 
helped him through such a dif- 
ficult period were his parents 
and his long time live-in-lover, 
actress Lonie Anderson. 

He reveals: “My father 
would not gi ve h a second ofhis 
time. So therefore it became so 
unimportant in the way that he 
treated it, that it became unim- 
portant to me too. 

“When everyonearound you 
is saying 'this is awful, this is 
terrible’ it becomes very tough 
to deal with. The normal ins- 
tinct is to run for cover and that 
is what a lot of my so called 
' friends did, like rats deserting a 
sinking ship. 

“I was angry at what was 
bong said, but then you have to 
look at whom you are directing 
your anger. 

Angry 

“If you are angry at an ant 
that is biting your toe, that 
becomes amusing. If you are 
angry at an elephant that is 
about to run you over, you had 
best get outof its path. You can 
always comeback by another 
route." 

Blond Lonie stood by Burt 
through itall. It is to her he now 
knows be owes his career and 
reputation. 

Burt says: “She never all- 
owed me to hear what was 
being said because then I would 
have become truly angry. I 
would probably nave gone 
beserk. 

“She had some horrendous 
things happen to her. Her man- 
icurist and hairdresser would 
not look after her anymore. 
And Lonie did not even lose her 
temper, she just said,. 'That’s 
your loss' and found another 
place. 

"When L was hot acting I 
tried to learn something new all 
the time. I run a small theatre 
on Florida and teach drama to 
20 students. 

“I learned how to be patient, 
and I even created my own TV 
show. The biggest thing E lear- 
ned was that I was much stron-. 
ger than I thought Another 
thing that helped me was the 
attitude of my students. 

“Because I kept on taking 
them in class, I had not realised 
how much they knew until one 
of them talked at an awards 
ceremony about the example I 
was to them by being able to 
hold my head up despite what

people said." 

One of the most hurtful 
experiences of Burt's life came 
when his ex-lover and one-time 
good friend, actress Sally Field, 
was interviewed by Playboy. 

In the interview, Oscar- win- 
ner Sally said that Burt was so 
dominant, her identity ceased 
to exist and she became an 
extension of him. 

Burt was flabbergasted and 
says: “I don't remember tying 
her up and saying, “If you do 
not ao this or that. I will set 
your hair on fire." 

“The headline said that 1 
begged her to many me. and 
that is just not true. I am good 
at some things, but begging is 
notone of them. 

. “At one time I might have 
married her, but I didn't. 1 was 
surprised, shocked and upset 
by her comments. She didn't 
even deny 1 bad AIDS. After- 
wards she sent me a note saying 
that she was flippant in the 
interview. I don't know how 
many readers Playboy has. but 
1 am the only person who read 
that note, so it doesn't really 
balance ouL"

He has given her a huge 
diamond ring, but they are still 
being very cagey about taking 
the leap into marriage.

Burt admits: “The thing that 
Move about Lonie most of all is 
her sense of humour. 

“She laughs a lot and I like 
that. When I am with her I am 
happy. 1 am the Gist person to 
say that I can be moody when I 
am feelingdown, I get quiet and 
withdrawn. When I am in a 
good mood everyone knows iL 

“I like to be silly , funny, have 
a good time. Lonie knows just 


how to deal with my swings of 
mood. 

“I do like women, many men 
don’t. It is not the physical 
things that turn me on. It's that 
subtle touch, the way a woman 
puls her hand on a man's arm. 

"I’ve been in love three times. 
But 1 am convinced you only 
have one great love in your life. 
I am no longer the swinging 
bachelor who stepped out of 
the centrefold and into the 
bedroom. 

“In the past I did not lei 
myself be exposed to new 
writers or risky roles.

Sony plans 
to produce 
semiconductor | 
chips in Thailand 

TOKYO, Aug 1, (AP y. Sony 
Corp.„ a leading Japanese elec- 
tronics maker, plans to build a 
semiconductor plan Lin Thailand 
and has applied to the Thai 
government for permission, a 
company official said yesterday. 

The Sony official, who spoke 
on condition or anonymity, 
declined to provide any 
additional information. 

However, the leading econ- 
omic newspaper Nihon Keizai 
Shim bun said the plant would be 
Sony's first overseas semicon- 
ductor production facility. 

It said Sony plans to begin chip 
production next spring in borr- 
owed space at a plant in Thailand 
owned by advanced Micro- 
devices Inc. of the Uniled States. 

The newspaper, quoting 
unidentified industry sources, 
said Sony initially would 
produce up to 3 million bipolar 
chips per month for use in com- 
pact disc players, and would 
increase capacity to 10 million 
units in the Future.

BP hopes for 
major oil find 
in risk area 

LON DON , Aug 1 : BP is mid way 
through a £10 million 
programme to drill the deepest 
ofTshore well it has ever attemp- 
ted. Work is going on in the Por- 
cupine Basin, 250 miles out in the 
Atlantic west of Ireland in 921 
metres of water, according to 
The Times. 

The venture is seen by many as 
high risk. 

However, if the well is success- 
ful it could give Ireland its first 
major ofTshore oilfield and give 
BP a geological lead in knowing 
more precisely what the complex 
reservoirs in the Porcupine Basin 
area contain. 

Dr Bryan Lovell, general man- 
ager of BP Ireland, has argued 
for some time that the Porcupine 
Basin could contain one of the 
last big undiscovered oilfields in 
the world. 

He is aware that any find has to 
be major, otherwise there would 
be no economic justification for 
attempting to extract the oil from 
such a hazardous area. 

And BP is determined that any 
lesson it learns from the venture 
will be closely guarded. 

For that reason, it is making 
the well an extremely “tight 
hole" — oil industry jargon for 
one on which no details are being 
released. 

Several wells have been drilled 
in the Porcupine Basin, but notin 
this deep water sector, and BP 
has already discovered a 2 
million barrel oilfield to the 
north in the Basin. 

However, the underground 
reservoir is so badly faulted that 
economic production from it has 
been ruled out.

consumption up 

TOKYO, Aug I. (OPECNA): 
Japan's energy consumption 
rose by 5.2 per cent 'o 295 million 
kilolitres in fiscal year 1987-88. 

This is the first time Japanese 
energy intake has jumped by 
more than five per cent since 
1973, says a report by the Centre 
for Energy Economic Studies. 

Demand for crude oil rose by < 
4.8 per cent last year, contrary to 
government forecasts, the report , 
said, attributing the rise to a : 
slowdown in conservation 
measures. 

The study forecast a further 
rise in demand for energy — and 
crude oil in particular --- this 
year.

Tax change for UK residents abroad 


LONDON, Aug 1: Major tax 
changes lie ahead for Britons 
working or retiring abroad and 
foreigners resident in Britain for 
long periods if Inlan d revenue 
proposals published this week 
get the go ahead, reports the 
Daily Telegraph.' 

The proposals, contained in a 
consultative document, would 
for example close the loophole 
which allows Britons a lucrative 
capital gains tax break. 

At present they can emigrate 
and dispose of their assets the 
following day, making substan- 
tial gains without incurring any 
liability to capital gains tax. even 
if they later return to this coun- 
try. 

The revenue would also like to . 
reduce the amount of time jetset- 
ting tax exiles coukl spend in this 
country. 

Businessmen 

Currently businessmen and 
pop 5 tars carefully count their 
days in and out of die country to 
avoid clocking up more than 183 
days in any one year or an 
average of 90 days per year. 

Days of arrival and travelling 
days are not counted in these 
calculations, winch means' that 
expatriates can arrive in Britain 
on Monday morning and leave 
Friday night and yet only count 
three days towards their annual 
total. Under the new system such 
workers would have to count five 
days in the country.

Foreigners living in Britain for 
seven years or more would be on 
the same tax footing as British 
taxpayers, instead of being all- 
owed to escape tax on earnings 
abroad for 20 years and more 
because they intend to return 
home to retire or have bought a 
burial plot outride the United 
Kingdom. 

Accountants generally wel- 
comed the desire to clanfy the 
complex rules of United King- 
dom residence and' domicile, 
which at present lacks a “firm 
statutory basis.” '

. The Inland revenue hopes that 
the simplification of the system 
will reduce the widespread 
abuses, which currently exist. 

There are eight different ways 
in which people can arrive at 
their tax status and whether they 
pay United Kingdom taxes on 
all, pan or noae of their income - 
Thedocument attempts to put all 
on a similar footing. 

It should also enable the 
individuals concerned to under- 
stand when they can and cannot 
come into the country if they are 
to avoid taxation here.

Some economists believe high 
inflation poised for return 


WASHINGTON, Aug l, (AP): 
New government statistics have 
revived debate over whether 
inflation, which hit double digits 
in the United States during the 
1970s. is returning to the coun- 
try. , 

The administration of 
President Ronald Reagan, mind- 
ful of how voters’ perceptions 
will affect the presidential race, 
insists there are no signs that 
inflation is becoming a problem. 
But many private economists 
disagree. 

These economists contend 
that the 68-month economic 
expansion, now the second lon- 
gest of the post- World War II 
period, has used up all of the 
economy's slack capacity. 

Tight labour markets and high 
factory operating rates are begin- 
ning to be translated into 
accelerating wage demands and 
higher prices, they believe. 


Proponents of this theory 
received more ammunition last 
week with two new government 
reports, one on wage increases 
and the other on overall econ- 
omic growth and inflation. 

The wage report showed that 
compensation for American 
workers, wages and fringe ben- 
efits such as health insurance and 
pensions, was rising this year at 
the highest rate since the summer 
of 1985. 

Wages and benefits, which 
represent, about two-thirds of all 
business costs, climbed by 4. 5 per 
cent in the 12-month period end- 
ing in June, compared with an 
increase of just 3 per cent in the 
period 12 months. 

In a second report, the govern- 
ment said an inflation index tied 
to the gross national product 
shot up at an annual rate of 4.7 
per cent, from April through 
J une, the fastest pacein nearly six 


years. The big jump in prices was 
blamed on higher consumer 
costs for food, clothing and 
energy. 

To the administration, the 
reports were not cause for con- 
cern. 

Beryl Sprinkel, the president's 
chief economic adviser, blamed 
the inflation spurt on temporary 
factors; including the drought 
and higher import costs because 
of the weaker dollar. 

Spiral 

He said there was no evidence 
the economy was being over- 
taken by a new wage-price spiral. 
“We remain convinced that 
inflation will continue under res- 
traint,” Sprinkel said. 

Some private economists 
agree, contending that inflation- 
ary pressures are being offset by 
weakness in oil prices and a 
rebound in the dollar, which 
reduces the costs of imports. 


16-member team to discuss Taipei’s reapplication 

Taiwan keen to join GATT 


TAIPEI, Aug l, (UPI): A 16- 
member team will discuss 
Taiwan’s reapplication to 
GATT today following the inter- 
national organisation’s two- 
month hiatus, an official said. 

Bui ministry of economic 
affairs officials said Taiwan must 
concentrate on reducing its 
import tax in order to satisfy the 
international organisation's 
requirements. 

Readmission 
Taiwan is eager to join inter- 
national bodies like the General 
Agreement on Tariffsand Trade. 
Only 13 nations currently main- 
tain diplomatic ties with the 
government in Taipei following a 
shift of their allegiance toward 
Beijing which began in the 1 970s. 
Taiwan is reluctant to discard 


its name, Lhe Republic of China 
and its claim to be the “legitimate 
China.” 

Discussion of Taiwan's read- 
mission to GATT has centred on 
this point, rather than on issues 
of taxation and copyright 
though ministry officials asked 
the group to resolve the import 
lax problem firsthand then focus 
on the name question. 

An official said he was not 
confident that the first meeting of 
the team would go smoothly. 

The team wasappoinied by the 
government in April and will be 
led by Economic Administrative 
Vice Minister Wang Chien- 
Shien. 

While mainland China is also 
intent on joining GATT, it 
presently holds only observer 


status. Admission of either 
Taiwan or Beijing to GATT 
would not preclude entry by the 
other government, as a country 
need not be a sovereign nation to 
attain membership. 

For example, the British 
colony of Hong Kong is an 
independent member of the 
organisation. 

Nationalist China was a foun- 
ding member of the organisation 
in 1948, before the Communist 
victory. In 1950 President 
Chiang Kai-Shek decided to 
withdraw from GATT. 

Taiwan applied for and 
received observer status in 1965, 
but was excluded from the organ- 
isation in 1971, when the UN 
aligned itself with Beijing.

Bahrain stock 
exchange 
procedures 
drafted 

BAHRAIN, Aug 1, (Reuter): 
Regulations for a slock exchange 
in Bahrain have been drafted but 
trading will not start until 
October aL the earliest, the 
project's adviser said today. 

Fawzi Rehzad told Reuters the 
new market, first proposed in 
August 1986, would list 21 
Bahraini joint stock companies 
and eight joint ventures between 
Bahrainis and nationals of other 
countries in the six-nation Gulf 
Co-operation Council (GCC), 

He said the draft regulations 
were now being discussed with 
government legal authorities. 

Market 

The only other GCC member 
to have a share market is Kuwai L, 
although a royal decree was 
issued in June to set one up in 
Oman. 

An exchange floor opened in 
Saudi Arabia last year, but 
closed after less than three weeks 
of trading. 

No plans have been announ- 
ced for exchanges in the other 
two GCC slates, Qatar and the 
UAE. 


UAE vows to support OPEC 
pact, Subroto reasserts 

JAKARTA, Aug I, (Reuter); OPEC secretary-general Subroto 
said today the oil organisation’s output in July exceeded the 
estimated 1&5 million barrels a day it produced in June. “It was 
said that production was increased from June, which was thought 
to be 1 8.5 million barrels a day. So now it has gone above that,” be 
said in answer to questions from reporters after meeting Indon- 
esian Vice President Sudharmono. He did not give figures. But 
the Middle East Economic Survey estimated July output by the 
Organisation or Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) at well 
above 19 million barrels per day (BPD). 

The Nicosia-based newsletter said today the figures indicated 
“a hefty stockboild ami a warning sign for the market.” OPECs 
output ceiling for 1 2 of its 1 3 members is 1 5.06 minion BPD. Iraq 
refuses to be part of the pact unless it gets a quota equal to Iran's 
2.5 million BPD. Subroto said there is an 800,000 barrel glut in 
the market, which is destabilising prices. “So we saw a trend in 
July for prices to fluctuate ... demand is not going up, while supply 
from OPEC and non-OPEC Is increasing.” He said OPEC 
would be watching to see bow the UAEmet its promise to obey the 
group’s decisions on price and quotas. 

Subroto, formerly Indonesia's Oil Minister, said UAE 
President Sheikh Zayed Bin Sultan Al Nahayan gave him such 
assurances when be was in Abu Dhabi last week. 

UAE Oil Minister Mana Al Oteiba also sat in on the talks and 
“heard himself the promise by the President that the UAE would 
abide by the decisions of the'&econd OPEC conference,” which 
was held in Vienna in June, Subroto said. “We will wait and see 
bow (the promise) is carried out,” Subroto said. But the Middle 
East Economic Survey said UAE authorities were determined to 
go through with a decision lo unilaterally raise erode output to 1.5 
million BPD, far above its quota of 948,000 barrels. 

Mexico constructs more houses 
for low-income families 

MEXICO'S efforts to increase the supply of affordable housing 
for low-income households will be assisted by a £300 million 
World Bank loan. The loan supports a programme that aims to 
construct about 300.000 houses between 1988 and 1993. 

The loan will also support housing finance reforms that will 
allow commercial banks to achieve full cost recovery on man- 
datory housing loans. The reforms are expected to facilitate the 
resumption of votuntary lending for bousing by commercial banks 
and generate savings for housing finance. Mexico's housing 
shortage is currently estimated at 5 million units, and the number 
continues to grow. Tbe problem is compounded by (be popula- 
tion's low capacity to generate savings for bousing finance and the 
scarcity of long-term credit The project will help finance con- 
struction and individual mortgages by commercial banks 
exclusively for boasehoids with an income equaling four times the 
national minimum wage (estimate at $100 a month). Tbe Bank 
loan will fund only housing projects that are financed under terms 
allowing full cost recovery. 

The World Bank loan, covering about a fifth of tbe project's 
total cost was made to the National Bank for Works and Public 
Services (BANOBRAS) and will be channeled through the Banco 
de Mexico for relending to commercial h»nlt«.

Ozal predicts Turkey 
growth high again in ’88 


ISTANBUL, Aug 1, (Reuter): 
Prime Minister T urgut Ozal said 
today Turkey would register 
high economic growth again in 
1 988 but would not stumble into 
a balance of payments crisis. 

“Turkey’s rate of growth will 
not be under six per cent this 
year. Our banks are overflowing 
with foreign currency. There is 
not the slightest problem,” Ozal 
said in an Istanbul speech. 

State planners had posted a 
five per cent growth in Turkey's 
1988 gross national product 
(GNP), adjusted- for inflation, 
after 7.4 per cent growth in 1987. 

Spending 

Officials blamed high growth 
in 1987 on excess state spending 
in the run-up to elections. The 
spending also brought rapid 
depredation of the Turkish lira 
and inflation that hit an annual 
74 per cent in June. 

Some economists say Turkey 
should control growth for stable 
development of the economy, 
but others say Turkey must 
expand fast to catch up with its 
economic competitors. 

“Before 1 980, whenever T urk- 
ey's growth rate accelerated, it 
lost its breath. Foreign currency 
payments could not be balanced. 
You became dependent on the 
world and nobody gave you 
credit,” Anatolian news agency 


quoted Ozai as saying. 

Ozal said keys to T urkey’s suc- 
cess were industrial exports and 
the guidance ofhis ruling Moth- 
erland Party, whose members 
include proponents of free- 
market policies and finantial 
modernisation. 

Turkey’s economy experien- 
ced a number of balance of 
payments crises before 1980, 
when a military coup crushed 
political violence, stabilised the 
economy and rescheduled debts. 

Ozal, re-elected in November 
1987, has called parliament out 
of recess on August 2 to approve 
early municipal elections in 
October. Officials say this is par- 
tly to allow an election-free 
period of four years in which to 
tackle economic problems. 

High interest rates this year 
have hurt industry, foreign debt 
has risen and inflation has 
eroded salaries, but Ozal said 
Turkey had become a consumer 
paradise. 

“We must know how to count 
our blessings, because God does 
not give again to those who are 
ungrateful,” Ozal said. 

From now on, Turkey has 
found the road to quick develop- 
ment. The Motherland Party 
found this road, he said. “If our 
unity does not break, Turkey will 
not return to those dark days 
again.” 


IDB to help Sri Lankans 


COLOMBO, Aug I, (KUNA): 
The Saudi Arabian based Islamic 
Development Bank (IDB) has 
decided to help needy Sri Lankan 
Muslim undergraduates. 
Initially the bank would allocate 
4,00,000 Sri Lankan rupees 
($13,500) annually on this 
scheme, an official attached to 
the Sri Lankan Ministry for 
Muslim Religious and Cultural 
Affairs said today. 

Scholarships 

Mohamed Zairudeen, director 

of Muslim Affairs, said 15 
Muslim students who have 
gained university admisrions for 
the academic year 1988/89would 
receive this IDB scholarship 
funds. 

The undergraduates would 
have to be selected to the island’s 
medical dentistry and engineer- 
irtg faculties, he said. 

Each student would receive 
9,000 Sri Lankan rupees ($300) 
annuafiyto cover his educational 


and clothing expenses and a fur- 
ther 18,000 rupees ($600) for 
other expenses from the Jeddah 
based IDB, Zairudeen said. 

Each candidate would be 
screened to choose those who 
really need financial assistance to 
pursue their higher studies, said 
Zairudeen. 

The per capita income of a Sri 
Lankan averages around $360 
per year, according to World 
Bank estimates.

The Islamic Development 
Bank which sent a team tostudy 
the plight of Muslims rendered 1 
homeless due to the on-going 
Tamil minority separatist war 
gave seven million rupees for 
Muslim rehabilitation and also 
donated essential domestic items 
valued at over six milh'on rupees 
for the same purpose.

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London coffee 
prices dip 
again 

LONDON, Aug l. (Reuter): 
Coffee prices fell again in Lon- 
don today as traders worried 
about the impact of a sharp 
decline last week and the failure 
of the latest round or inter- 
national talks aimed at stabilis- 
ing the coffee market in the long 
term. 

Dealers said the mood was 
nervous after last weeks' price 
collapse, when coffee futures 
slipped on Thursday to seven- 
year lows below £980 a tonne. 

In late afternoon trading 
today, Robusta coffee for Sep- 
tember delivery was trading 
around £1,012. 

A lack of progress in the talks 
in London between membes of 
the International Coffee Organ- 
isation (ICO), helped send prices 
plunging last week. 

The 74-nalion group could not 
reach an agreement on what to 
do after its current international 
coffee pad, intended to stabilise 
prices through export quotas, 
finally expires in September next 
year.

Dollar dips on single big order 


LONDON. Aug I, (Reuter): A 
single big commercial order to 
sell dollars briefly depressed the 
US currency today, but by the 
close of European trading it had 
recovered to Friday's levels, 
dealers said. 

The West German mark cased 
again as traders said they were 
still shifting funds to countries 
where higher interest rates are 
available. 

Gold eased and Wall Street 
stocks were little changed. The 
Dow Jones industrial average 
was down 3.02 points to 2. 1 25.71 
at midday after a 2.2 percent gain 
on Friday. 

Trading in most markets was 
thin — otherwise, dealers said, 
that big corporate order from 
Asia to sell dollars would have 
had little impact on the dollar. 

High 

“This month we're going to 
bounce around a hit because it's 
August and so many senior 
dealers are on vacation," said 
David Wilson, a dealer at 
Girozcntrale New York. 

The dollar was little changed 
at 132.70 yen and SI. 7 125 to the 
British pound sterling. It had 
been as high as SI. 7070 to the 
pound and 1 33.30 yen. 

It gained more than 1 .25 pfen- 


nigs to hit an early high of 1 .8846 
marks to the dollar before 
steadying at 1 .8760 after the big 
selling order. 

The mark, meanwhile, slipped 
half a pfennig to a record low of 
1.4130 marks per 100 yen and 
traded above 3.21 marks to the 
pound. It has been under pres- 
sure despite recent interest rate 
increases in West Germany. 

“Higher German interest rales 
are not going to help the mark at 
the moment,” said a chief dealer 
at a regional West German bank. 
"When the Lombard rate rose 
last week (to five per cent), 
everyone said this just gives the 
(US j Fed more room to tighten." 
he added. 

The central bankers of the US 
Federal Reserve, like those at 
West Germany's Bundesbank 
and the Bank of England, are 
worried that inflation is set to 
rise. All have been tightening 
credit to slow down consumer 
spending. 

Firmed 

But gold, a favoured hedge 
against inflation, slipped to be 
fixed in London this afternoon at 
$434.60 an ounce, down $2.20 
from Friday afternoon. 

Oil prices have firmed from 
last month's lows ofabout$!4a 


barrel with Brent crude oil from 
the North Sea selling at S 1 5.55 a 
barrel for delivery in September. 
But they have changed little over 
the past week ahead an OPEC 
price committee meeting set to 
open in Lausanne on Wednes- 
day. 

Com (maize) and soybean 
prices rose the maximum permit- 
ted by the Chicago Board of 
Trade, while wheat prices were 
also sharply higher. 

Forecasts of more hot, dry 
weather heightened traders' 
worries that drought in the 
North American grain belt will 
da mage this year's crop. 

That could boost food prices 
and add to inflation. 

London shares rose. The 
FTSE index of 100 blue chip Brit- 
ish slocks closed 8.6 points 
higher at 1 ,862.2 while Paris and 
Frankfurt shares rose. 

In London equity prices eased 
below the day’s highs iri late 
afternoon trading after Wall 
Street put in a mixed early perfor- 
mance. 

Dealers said attention 
remained fixed on special situa- 
tion slocks while the overall trad- 
ing volume remained modest at 
the start of the new account.

Unilever's share price gain was 
attributed to buying interest 
from Dutch sources ahead of the 
company's second quarter 
results due in the next account, 
dealers said. 

Record 

The Tokyo stock market 
broke out of its summer dol- 
drums and touched record highs 
today as fears of higher interest 
rates and inflation faded, 
analysts and brokers said. 

“It is very good news that the 
market is breaking out of the 
recent mold and spreading out a 
little more," said Stephen 
Codrington, head of the inter- 
national department at Jardine 
Fleming Securities. 

Tokyo's 225-share Nikkei 
average closed 126.7 points 
higher at 28.326.31 — just 16.15 
points below its all-time high set 
on June 1 7 — and Amsterdam's 
All-Share index closed at a high 
for the year.

Grieveson and Co in London 
said: “The August 3 meeting is 
taking place against a totally dif- 
ferent political background. The 
Gulf Arab states are assessing 
their positions and. though they 
are still deeply suspicious of Iran,

“The price committee wants to 
sec if it is possible for something 
lo be achieved that can be built 
on and give (OPEC secretary- 
general) Subroto something to 
work on," Varzi added. 

Output 

After talks in the UAE last 
week with President Sheikh 
Zayed Bin Sultan A1 Nahayan.

Kuwait re-emerges as a re-export centre 

UASC chief predicts boom in Gulf shipping 


THE chief executive of the Arab 
world’s largest shipping firm has 


predicted a boom in Gulf ship- 
ping after the eight-year-old 


ping after the cighl-year-old 
Iran -Iraq w’arcnds. __ 

Saud Abdulaziz A1 Zamel of 
the United Arab Shipping Com- 
pany ( UASC). owned by six Guir 
Arab governments, said the Gulf 
would win back traffic lost lo the 
Red Sea and witness a surge in 
trade linked to reconstruction in 
Iran and Iraq. 

“We definitely expect that 
with the end lo military opera- 
tions there will be a great 
improvement in trade in the Gulf 
region." Zamel told Reuters in 
an interview. 

Hopes 

Gulf trade has been slushed by 
the closure of Iraqi and northern 
Iranian ports and hundreds of 
attacks by both combatants on 
merchant shipping in the 
strategic waterway. 

Iran's acceptance on July 18 of 
a UN ceasefire resolution has 
raised hopes of an early end to 
the conflict. which brought 


dozens of foreign warships to the 
Gulf to prolecL neutral ships. 

UASC vessels — jointly 
owned by Iraq, Kuwait, Bahrain, 
Saudi Arabia, Qatar and the 
UAE — have been among those 
attacked by Iran in response to 
Iraqi attacks on Iranian tankers. 

Iranian Deputy Foreign Mini- 
ster Ali Mohammed Besharati 
said on Sunday Iran would not 
at Lack ships in the Gulf while UN 
peace talks are in progress in 
New York. 

Evil 

Zamel called on Iran to with- 
draw its gunboats from the Gulf 
to prove its good intentions. 
“These are statements up to now. 
We want to see them realised in a 
practical way. such as if the gun- 
boats disappeared and only nor- 
mal coast guard patrols and cus- 
toms boats remained." he said. 

Zamel called foreign naval for- 
ces in the Gulf a necessary evil. 
“Their presence has to a certain 
extent reduced the problems that 
might have happened had Iran- 
ian gunboats been given freedom 


of movement." he said. 

Asked if he favoured a reduc- 
tion in the foreign fleets now that 
peace prospects seemed good. 
Zamel said: "We call first of all 
for an end to the war and an end 
lo its political circumstances. If 
the political circumstances aren't 
solved it may flare up again." 

Zamel predicted that after a 
ceasefire took hold, Kuwaiti and 
Saudi Gulf ports would handle 
much of the cargo for Iraq that 
now transits through Jordan's 
Red Sea port of Aqaba. 

He also saw Kuwait re-emerg- 
ing as a re-export centre for nor- 
thern Iranian ports, shutdown in 
the early days of the war. 
Activity 

“In subsequent stages ... 
maybe in four years ... the recon- 
struction of war damage will 
increase the level of activity and 
will probably bring things Co the 
congestion of the 1970s," he said. 

He was referring to bottlen- 
ecks at Gulf ports during the 
1970s oil boom, when ships 
wailed as long as 50 days to 


unload. 

But Zamel cautioned that fin- 
ancing problems in both Iran and 
Iraq were likely to slow the pace 
of recovery. Kuwaiti and Saudi' 
ports were likely to take a big 
share of the boom because Iran- 
ian and Iraqi ports needed time 
for dredging, repairs and con- 
struction of roads, storage and 
other infrastructure. 

UASC says it carries one- 
fourth of the container traffic 
between Europe and the Gulf 
and most of the region's bulk 
cargo. 

Profit 

Zamel said he expected the 
firm to turn a profit this year for 
the first time since 1982, when the 
war and falling world oil prices 
sent the region into economic 
recession. 

In 1987, Kuwait-based UASC 
cut its losses lo $9 million from 
$61 million in 1986 because of 


improved freight rates and more 
efficient use of its fleet, which 


efficient use of its fleet, which 
consists of 33 bulk ships and 14 
container vessels.

UAE firm wins 
bid to build 
refinery in China 


ABU DHABI, Aug 1. iOPEC- 
N A): A company in the UAE has 
won a S400 million contract to 
build an oil refinery in China. 

A UAE official who did not 
wish to identify the company *ai 
this stage,’ said that the refinery 
with an initial production 
capacity of three million tonnes a 
year would be located in Shen- 
zhen, a free trade zone in south- 
ern China. Construction work 
would begin next year, he added. 

The refinery’s capacity will be, 
more than doubled to reach 
seven million tonnes a year at a 
later stage. The crude will come 
most.lv from the UAE. 


NEW DELHI. Aug 1: India is 
working on a “definite 
statement” on brand names and 
trade marks. This follows 
increasing use of foreign brand 
names by Indian entrepreneurs 
who have shown an inexorable 
love without any sign of replac- 
ing them by their own, the Econ- 
omic Times reports. 

The thinking in the govern- 
ment is that there should be some 
way by which Indian entrepren- 
eurs should be encouraged to use 
their own indegenous brand 
names. 

The issue is admittedly com- 
plex and riddled with problems. 
The government, therefore, is 
proceeding cautiously. It 
assumes importance because the 
proposed statement, while 
encouraging indigenous brand 
names and trade marks, should 
not at the same time, go against 
international practices. 


market, however, discourages 
brand names since anything 
produced could be sold at a price 
fixed by the industry. It has been 
a sellers' market, and it has been 
going on merely for the last 40 
years. 

Official sources point out that 
the high protective wall resulted 
in the Indian industry either sell- 
ing without giving much impor- 
tance to brand name or. much 
worse, resorted to using foreign 
brand name. The foreign brand 
name was used as a passport to 
makeaquick buck takingadvan- 
lage of the craze for "phoren.” 
This is all the more so in the case 
of non-resident Indians (NRIs) 
w ho set up units in the country.

The question sought to be 
tackled is whether ( I ) all foreign 
brand names should be banned 
or (2) allow freely all brand 
names or *3) compel Indian 
industry to use Indian brand 
name. Since trade mark has a 
“quality assurance" function, 
Indian industry will perforce 
have to improve their product in 
quality lo acceptable level, at 
reasonable prices. 

The feeling is growing that 
well-known Indian companies

There is no clear-cut policy 
with regard to registered user 
agreement especially foreign- 
owned trade marks. The bold 
used the brand names blatantly, 
the not-so-bold resorted to 
hybrid brand names and others 
explained away their use. The 
government had not given per- 
mission to use foreign brand 
names as such. Those who use it 
explain that their collaborators 
had assigned it to Lhem for 
Indian market. They claim that 
there was no consideration for 
using the brand name and, 
therefore, there was no outgo of 
foreign exchange. Nobody 
believes that a foreign company 
will allow use of its name free, 
without any consideration. 

The Foreign Exchange 
Regulation Act (FERA) 
provides that no foreign trade 
mark will be used in domestic 
market if it involves direct or 


At the same time, the govern- 
ment has to be wary in banning 
foreign brand name totally, it 
results in the markets being 
flooded with spurious goods or 
encourage smuggling. 

The government ts, therefore, 
carefully examining the pros and 
cons of the issue. The thinking is 
to ask Indian manufacturers to 
use their own brand names. 


Guidelines 


The government would expect 
the well-known Indian compan- 
ies to take the lead in this respect. 
They will be expected to avoid 
using foreign brand names. 
Secondly, the guidelines would 
be so framed as to eliminate lure 
for use of foreign brand names by 
some, to the detriment of others, 
so that there is no market distor- 
tion. The guidelines may protect 
if foreign brand names are used 
in small scale sector or if they

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London still sees few women

LONDON, Aug 1. (Reuter): 
London stockbrokers wangled 
for years over whether to let 
women trade in shares but, when 
the barriers came down, few step- 
ped in to do so. 

Fifteen years after women 
were formally permitted to trade 
on the London Stock Exchange, 
the latest list of authorised brok- 
ers includes perhaps one, or at 
most two, women on each page 
of some 50 names. 

It is not so much that “The 
City,” as the London heart of 
British finance is called, 
deliberately still tries to keep 
them out but thatthey do not try 
to get in. 

‘The City is still a male bastion 
— that puis a lot of women ofT," 
said woman stockbroker Karine 
Sheehan of Laurence Prust. 
“The barriers are psy- 
chological." 

Careers 

Many women prefer careers in 
the newer markets, such as 
options and futures, rather than 
in the traditionally male markets 
like stocks or foreign exchange. 

The London International 
Financial Futures Exchange 
(LIFFE), established in 1982, 
has always been open to both 
sexes and now has two female 


directors. . ‘ 

One, Rosalyn Wilton, is also 
managing director of the com- 
modities arm of investment and 
securities house Drexel Burnham 
Lambert. . 

But a media image of financial 
dealing as a macho business for 
ruthless fortune-hunters still 
seems to deter many women.

“Women just don't see them- 
selves in that role," said one 
woman who trades in 
Eurobonds. 

A male dealer offered a dif- 
ferent explanation. 

“It’s because of the men," he 
said. 

The dealer, who wanted to 
remain anonymous, is a senior 
salesman of British government 
securities, or “gilts."

Why the human hand fe able 
to do all kinds of work 

. it is said that man’s first 
tool is his hand. No-one 
pays much attention to 
such an obvious remark, 
yet if we remember the dif- 
ficulties we suffer when, for 
example, we have a hand in 
plaster, we realise how 
much we depend on this 
essentia] part of the human 
body. 

What makes it possible 
for the hand to perform 
such a wide variety of 
actions is above all the 
thumb. It can ‘oppose 
itself to the other fingers 
and enable the hand to tie 
things, to grasp and to pick 
up objects. 

Because of his hands 
man is able to build enor- 
mous constructions as well 
as very small ones, to play, 
musical instruments, to 
cut, manipulate and to put 
food into his mouth. 

Why it is the brain which 
controls the body 

According to old beliefs 
and superstitions the 
various human emotions 
were located in particular 
parts of the body: courage, 
for instance, resided in the 
heart, cowardice was con- 
nected with the liver, cun- 
ning with the brain, hatred 
with the bile, and so on. 

Although it is possible to 


find some truth in such 
ideas, science has definitely 
established.thatthe brainis 
the organ which controls 
all our actions without 
exception, and the brain is 
therefore the control cen- 
tre of the body. 

How does this come 
about? 

The brain and the spinal 
cord, which is the natural 
continuation of the brain, 
are made of a very delicate 
and rather soft material, 
grey in colour, which 
occupies the whole of the 
skull and the long central 
core of the backbone. 
Special channels and 
nerves lead into this very 
sensitive material and it is 
their task to transmit to the 
brain all the sensations 
received from the various 
sense organs and then to 
pass on at once the orders 
which the brain sends to 
the organs, even to the far- 
thest limits of the body. 

The nervous system, the 
headquarters of which is 
the brain, is responsible, 
therefore, for all our 
actions: seeing, hearing, 
smelling, tasting and tou- 
ching. But it is above all 
due to the nervous system, 
and therefore to the brain, 
that we are able to 
appreciate and understand 
our senses. 

When we talk about 



mental health, nervous dis- 
eases and depression we 
a re concerned with the ner- 
vous system. Nowadays 
medicine has become very 
specialised in the field of 
nervous diseases because it 
is considered, and rightly 
so, that as a result of the 
hectic life which modem 
man leads, it represents 
one of the most delicate 
areas of medicine and one 
subject to the greatest 
changes. 

The weight of the brain 
varies with age, height, 
body weight, sex and race. 

The brain of the adult 
man is heavier than that of 
a woman, in this country 
averaging 1,409 grammes 
as compared with 1,263 


grammes. 

The two hemispheres 
into which it is divided are 
symmetrical but although 
they are identical they do 
not have identical func- 
tions: various sense or 
motor activitiesare located 
at different points and 
sometimes in only one of 
the hemispheres. For ins- 
tance, the centre of lan- 
guage. of the association 
between written words and 
spoken words, between 
ideas and the words which 
represent them, are nor- 
mally only located in the 
left hemisphere and 
therefore these faculties 
are not impaired if for 
some reason the right 
hemisphere is injured.

Stargell aims 
to give 

something back 
to baseball 


C0OPERSTOWN, N.Y.. 
Aug 1, (Reuter): Willie Stargell 
became the 200th member of 
baseball's Hall of Fame yester- 
day in a moving ceremony in 
which the longtime Pittsburgh 
Pirates superstar promised to 
“give something back to 
baseball." 

Stargell, who combined char- 
isma and power, crushed 475 
home runs in his 21 -year career, 
all spent with Pittsburgh. The 
lefthanded slugger, who retired 
after the 1982 season . became the 
17th player ejected in his first 
year on the ballot. 

Connected 

Twice Stargell led the 
National League in home runs 
belting 48 in 1971 and 44 in 1973. 
He totalled 1,540 runs batted in, 
scored 1,195 and connected for 
2^232 hits. His lifetime batting 
average was .282. 

“1 am living proof that hard 
work brings its just rewards,” 
Stargell said at the ceremony. 
“There is no substitute for hard 
work. I'm just going to take this 
great honour and say to baseball 
1 want to give something back to 
you because you have done so 
much for me.” 

Always known as a gentleman, 
Stargell’s influence extended 
beyond the field and into the 
Pirates clubhouse and dugout 
where he was affectionately 
known in the latter stages ofhis 
career by the younger players as 
‘Pops.’ 

His inspirational leadership 
contributed greatly to Pittsburgh 
World Championship in 1971 
and 1979. 

Award 

In 1979 he shared the National 
League Most Valuable Player 
award with Keith Hernandez of 
the St Louis Cardinals. 

“When Roberto Clemente 
J died in 1972, Stargell became the 
• Pirate leader.” said Joe Brown, 
former general manager of the 
Pittsburgh team that Stargell 
joined in .1962. 

“He made time for worthy 
endeavours ofT the field. He 
brought to the forefront the 
tragedy of sickle cell anaemia, 
and enlisted the aid of other well 
known athletes to raise funds to 
combat the disease." 

Two weeks ago Stargell 48. 
was named honorary chairman 
of the National Foundation for 
the Prevention of Child Abuse. 

“There’s not aday that doesn't 
go by when two or three children 
aren't beaten or brutally killed,” 
said Stargell, while signing 
autographs at the ceremony. 

“I didn’t know what to say 
today.” Stargell said. “But I con- 
sidered it like a big ball game. 

“There’s an awful lot you can 
do to gel ready for a big game. 
When you gel ihe World Series 
ring, everybody on your team 
gels one. But lodav I was alone 
up there on behalf of so many, 
many people who helped me.”

Archer takes Dolphins to win over 49ers 



WEMBLEY, England, Aug 1, 
(AP): Reserve quarterback 'Dave 
Archer sped into the end zone 
with 1:28 remaining for the tou- 
chdown that gave the Miami 
Dolphins a 27-21 victory over the 
San Francisco 49ers • in 3 
National Football League pre- 
season game at London’s Wem- 
bley stadium last night. 

Archer, taking advantage of a 
personal foul against the 49ers, 
faked a handofland ran the other 
way around left end to cap the 
Dolphins second rally of the 
second half. 

Miami, which earlier gave up a 
1 0-point lead, sLruck back from a 
14-13 halftime deficit Lo move in 
front again. 

But late in the third quarter, 
the Dolphins fell behind 21-20 
and San Francisco held on to its 
slender advantage until Archer’s 
game- winning score. 

Carnival 

A capacity crowd of 70,500 
turned England's national soccer 
shrine into a football carnival as 
they cheered on both teams in the 
third NFL-sponsored 

“American Bowl" to be held 
here. 

Some of the loudest applause 
was reserved for the cheerleaders 
who added authenticity to the 
occasion, braving the driving 
rain that has plagued the English 
summer lo perform a series of 
spectacular dance routines. 

Although the action on the 
field was full of penalties and 
incomplete passes, it was no dif- 
ferent from other preseason 
games. 

Star quarterbacks Dan 
Marino of the Dolphins and Joe

played the first quarter before 
being replaced. 

Marino had the better of the 
early plays as the San Francisco 
defence started edgily. The first 
time Marino touched the ball, he 
found running back Troy Strad- 
ford with a 14-yard pass. Then 
Marino saw an 11-yard pass to 
Mark Clayton in the end slip out 


of the normally reliable wide 
receiver's hands. 

As the skies darkened and rain 
began to lash down on the Wem- 
bley field, Miami's early pressure 
finally earned it a touchdown. 
Running back Lorenzo Hamp- 
ton dived over from the 3 with 
9:58 of the quarter gone. 

Fuad Reveiz kicked the extra 
point to give the Dolphins a 7-0 


lead. 

As San Francisco, which had 
only 3:46 of possession in the first 
quarter, continued to lose yar- 
dage. Reveiz kicked a 45-yard 
field goal to extend the Dolphins' 
lead. 

Montana, whose wide 
receivers had given him little 
help, left the field for Steve 
Young and Marino gave way to 


Ron Jaworski in the second 
period. 

Young’s appearance sparked 
the49ers to life. His combination 
of accurate, left-handed throw- 
ing and powerful, imaginative 
running cut holes through the 
Miami defence. 

On his second play. Young 
carried for 1 1 yards, then picked 
up a first down with a scorching 


41 -yard pass lo star wide receiver 
Jerry Rice. 

With Miami’s defence mes- 
merised, Young threw a 2-yard 
touchdown pass to running back 
Toni Ralhman. Ray Wersching 
kicked the extra point and the 
49ers, last year's NFL leaders in 
yardage, were back in the game, 
trailing 10-7. 

On the next play, a neat 49ers 
. move ended with Terence Flagler 
carrying six vardsinto the corner 
of the end zone. Wersching a gai n 
kicked successfully. 

A nine-play Miami drive 
ended with a Reveiz 43-yard field 
goal with two seconds remaining 
in the half, lifting the Dolphins 
within 14-13. 

Although the second half had 
fewer high-class plays than the 
first as more reserves entered the 
game, it always was interesting. 

After a turnover-free first half, 
Miami took the lead again when 
Harry Sydney slipped on the wet 
grass, fumbled a Young pass, 
and Miami's Jackie Shipp picked 
it up and ran 1 1 yards to score. 

Spray 

The 49ers went ahead again 
21-20 on Doug Dubose's l-yard 
scoring run. 

Young continued to spray 
around accurate passes but could 
not find the same co-ordination 
as before with his receivers. He 
left the field to be replaced by 
third-string quarterback John 
Paye. 

At the same lime. 26-year-old 
Archer, a fifth-year NFL pro, 
replaced Jaworski and improved 
his chances of making the Dol- 
phins' roster as he won the game 
in the dying minutes. 


E. Germans set world relay records 


SUDBURY, Ontario, Aug l. 
(Reuter): East German women 
set new world junior records yes- 
terday in the two relay events at 
the World Junior Athletics 
Championships. 

Kathrin Krabbe, who earlier 
in the championships won the 
200 metres gold and diver in the 
100 metres, paced the East Ger- 
mans to a 43.48 seconds clocking 
m the women's 4x1 00-metres 
event. The former world junior 
record time of 43.73 had been set 
in 1 983 by a. US team.' . 

“We each ran our best," said . 
Krabbe. “I -am pleased — two ' 
gold and a stiver forme." 

Cuban women took the silver 
in the sprint relay, while the US 
team took the bronze. 

The East Germans led from 


start to finish in taking the gold in 
the 4x400-metres. Their time of 
three minutes 28.39 seconds took 
exactly two seconds off the for- 
mer world junior record set by 
their compatriots in 1981. 

The US 4x400-metres. four- 
some nipped the Soviet relay 
squad to take the silver. 

The American men's teams 
swept both the 100 and 400 
metres relays. 

Spaniards Maria Diaz and 
Olga Sanchez finished one-two 
.in the women’s 5,000-metres 
walk following the disqualifies- . 
‘fion" or'&pparent” whiner' Alina 1 
Ivanova of the Soviet Union. 

Diaz's winning time was 21 
minutes 51.31 seconds. Ivanova 
had crossed the finish in 21 :45.68 
but was disqualified for failing to 


maintain contact with the track 
with one foot at all times. 

Soviet athletes led the medals 
table with 22 but only four of 
them were gold. East Germany 
collected 21 medals, including 1 1 
gold. 

The United States won five 
gold, five silver and two bronze, 
and were followed inlhe table by 
Kenya, which won 10 medals 
incl tiding six golds.

Joyner-Kersee aims 
for Olympic gold 


INDIANAPOLIS, Aug 1. 
(Reuter): Heptathlcte Jackie 
Joyner-Kersee, self-confessed 
brat turned world record holder, 
has absorbed the lessons of her 
failure at the 1984 Olympics and 
is ready for the title this time 
around in Seoul. 

“After the (1984) Games 1 
realised that it was my being a 
brat that cost me the gold,” said 
Joyner-Kersee, who had to settle 
for silver after disappointing per- 
formances in the long jump — ■. - 
ironically, her favourite event — 
and 800 metres. 

Despite advice, Joyner-Kersee 
refused lo eat or drink before the 
800 metres, last of the seven 
events, and finished sixth. Had 
she run 0.33 of a second faster, 
she would have won the gold 
medal. 

“Instead of thinking what I 
could do . I was over in a corner 
pouting when things didn't go 
right,” she said. 

Coach — and Husband — 
Bob Kersee is convinced Lfaat the 
motivation which turned Joyner- 
Kersee into the world's greatest 
hepiathlete stemmed from her 
disappointment in Los Angeles, 
where she was runner-up to Aus- 
tralia's Glynis Nunn. 

“Because there’s a girl in Aus- 
tralia with a gold medal. Jackie is 
what she is today,” Kersee told 
Reuters. “She learned from her 
mistakes in the Games.” 

Joyner-Kersee. who pushed 
her own world mark to 7,215 
points aL the US Olympic trials 
here two weeks ago, is deter- 
mined not to let opportunity slip 
a second time and believes she 
can improve the record again in 
Seoul in September. 


“I think 7,300 or 7.400 points 
would be good for the Olympic 
Games,” the world champion 
said recently. 

East bloc nations boycotted 
the Los Angeles Olympics but 
their return holds no fear for 
Joyner-Kersee. owner of his- 
tory’s five best heptathlon 
scores. 

“With Lhe Soviets and East 
Germans at Seoul, I'll be very 
hungry abd motivated.” she said. 

But her confidence in the long 
jump, her other speciality, will 
not be as high in Seoul. 

"I’m not going to count myself 
out because I don't know what I 
can jump,” said Joyner-Kersee, 
who equalled the since-broken 
women's world record by leaping 
7.45 metres at last year's Pan 
American Games. 

She is expecting a battle with 
the only woman to have jumped 
further — world record hodier 
Galina Chistyakova of the Soviet 
Union — and East German 
Heike Drechsler. who once 
shared the record with the 
American. 

And she believes Chistyak- 
ova's mark of 7.52 metres can be 
beaten. 

“That’s a good jump but I’m 
not going to say that 1 can’t sur- 
pass it,” said Joyner-Kersee. who 
defeated an injured Drechsler to 
win Lhe gold at last year’s World 
Championships. 

Also a basketball player of 
considerable skill — she has been 
assistant coach of the University 
of California at Los Angeles 
(UCLA) women’s team for the 
past five year — the 26-year-old 
Joyner-Kersee seems to live on 
top of Lhe world. 


Biasion 

BUENOS AIRES. Aug 1, 
(Reuter): Italian Massimo 
Biasion will hope to strengthen 
his position as leader of the 
World Rallying Championship 
by completing a hat-trick of 
Argentine victories when the 
South American event starts 
tomorrow. 

Biasion, who has won all four 
rallies he has entered this year, 
triumphed at the Argentine 
events in 1986 and 1987 and 
another win in his Lancia Delta 
Integrale would give him a clear 
lead as he bids for his first world 
title. 

Absentees 

Biasion. with 80 points, leads 
the championship by 23 points 
from fellow- Italian and Lancia 
team-mate Alessandro Fiorio, 
who is one of several notable 
absentees for the rally in the hills 
of Cordoba province, north-west 
of Buenos Aires. 

In addition to Fiorio. Fin- 
land's Markka Alen, who is a 
further 21 points behind Biasion, 
has also chosen to miss the 
Argentine rally. 

The Constructors’ World 
Championship has already been 
won by Biasion ’s Lancia team 
who have won 137 points and 
lead nearest challengers Audi by 
88 . 

Biasion’s main challenge 
could come from local hero Jorge 
Recaide, who is driving a Lancia 
for the first lime this season. He 
finished a close second to the 
Italian in last year's rally.

SWIMMING 
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Otto seeks 
glory at 
Seoul 
Olympics 


EAST BERLIN. Aug I, 
(Reuter): East Germany’s Kris- 
tin Otto has won virtually every 
swimming honour in her long 
and outstanding career, but 
Seoul will provide her first 
chance of Olympic glory. 

The 1984 East bloc boycott 
deprived the towering Leipzig 
student of the Los Angeles Olym- 
pics. but lhaL is now just a sad 
memory and her mind is concen- 
trated on the Games to come. 

Enter 

“She can win as many medals 
as events entered ."chief national 
coach Wolfgang Richter said. 

“But she won't enler all the 
possible events and it would be 
arrogant to say the medals would 
necessarily be gold.” 

Otto, at 22 a relative veteran in 
the world of swimming, says she 
feels physically able to risk at 
least a double start in the 
individual disciplines. She 
dreams of Olympic gold. 

A double start would mean the 
100 metres freestyle — she holds 
the world recordoflS4.73 seconds 
— and backstroke. 

She could also swim in the 
medley and freestyle relays and, 
theoretically, enter the >00 
metres butterfly. 

Last year, Otto stunned the 
swimming fraternity — already 
pretty used to East German suc- 
cess — by winning an incredible 
five European championship 
golds in those events to add to her 
four 1986 world titles, itself an 
astounding feat. 

“1 think I still have reserves, 
although huge leaps in lhe rale of 
improvement are not to be expec- 
ted,” she told Reuters at the 
recent East German CV ’i.pion- 
ships in Potsdam. 

Unknown 

The blonde powerhouse burst 
on to the scene as a relatively 
unknown 16-year-old at the 1982 
World Championships in 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, and won 
the 100 meLres backstroke and 
two relay golds. 

Otto, voted the world’s best 
female swimmer in 1984, confir- 
med her place as number one all- 
rounder m 1986 and 1987 after a 
year interrupted by injury. 

She puts her success down to 
hard training rather than raw 
talent and is particularly grateful 
her trainee Stefan Hetzer has 
kept her motivated lo plough up 
and down, year after year. 

She first took the plunge when 
she was nine. She caused an 
immediate stir, although the 
medals were a long way off. 

“I just went along with a girl- 
friend to a training centre (in 
Leipzig) for an initial lesL You 
haa to reach a certain level which 
Idid straight away," she recal led. 

The trainer at this centre said 
she was so impressed with me 
that she asked me lo come along 
more often. And that's how it aU 
started," she shrugged. 

Otto's first major competitive 
success came in the European 
Cup in 1981 when she won Ihe 
100 metres backstroke and the 
medley relay. Surprisingly, she 
never won a junior title. 

Assured 

A direct but pleasant woman 
with chiselled features and spar- 
kling eyes, Otto has the assured 
air of a champion. But she still 
draws support from her parents 
and older sister Irina. 

She instantly declares they are 
her main influence. Her father 
Georg is a physics professor at 
Leipzig University, her mother 
Angela a physiotherapist. Irina is 
an engineer. 

In training for 13 years, Otto 
has devoted her childhood and 
teenage life lo sport. Does she 
feel she missed something? 

"You grow up like this, living 
according to a strict regime. As I 
have been successful for the most 
part I don’t wish to do or have 
done things differently. I don't 
feel I have missed anything,” she 
said. 

In the little spare lime she has, 
Otto likes to do “the usual things 
girls of my age do — I like danc- 
ing, reading and listening to 
music." She is also a member of 
the ruling Communist Party. 

Collects 

She maintains photograph 
albums and slides of her many 
foreign trips and also collects 
miniature books. 

Her favourite literature is 
detective stories. 

But Otto was not prepared to 
solve one little mystery and say 
when she plans to retire. Shehasa 
place to study journalism at 
Leipzig University from Septem- 
ber and wants to be a sports 
reporter. But she could still carry 
on swimming. 

"I’ll make a concrete decision 
after Seoul. Let me get through 
the Olympics and then I wll 
decide what comes next.”

UEFA makes
